Well, the cow couldn’t 
see it otherwise, hut the owner did, ami 
when her body got so much poorer that 
her head found nothing from which to 
get fatter, lie put her in u straight jacket, 
and when she got to eating the right sort 
of cheaper food she produced milk 
enough when sold in t he open market to 
more than twice pay for it. Aud the peo- 
ple who raised the bay and grain made a 
profit so that they could afford to huv 
the milk.

HE GIVES SOME VEHV PLAIN FACTS 
ABOUT THE RECENT REPORT. 


To the Editor of the Graphic. 

Tho report of the committee to Investi- 
gate the scholarship and deportment of 
the high school is like tlio>tatc of Texas; 
it covers a groat deal of territory but is 
sparsely settled. Tho committco ap- 
pointed for a specific purpose, have suc- 
ceeded by the aid of the reports pub- 
lished for tho last few years, in giving us 
a very good history of the school. 

When I made the motion asking for an 
investigation of the scholarship of the 
high school, I stated that I had received 
fourteen complaints from that number of 
families. Dr. Lawrence said that he had 
received twice that number; Mr. Horn- 
brooke said lie had heard many com- 
plaints relative to the condition of the 
school; Mrs. Davis said that stories re- 
garding the poor condition of the school 
woro constantly coming up. After the 
statements mado by the several parties 
named above, I can place only one con- 
struction on the decision of*the commit* 
tee to have a hearing, and that it might 
not be a farce, I went to a number of 
those who had mado complaints to me 
and begged of them to be present, so that 
it would not place me in an embarassing 
positim. A number promised to be 
there but afterwards said they did not 
care to advertise themselves or their chil- 
dren, and to-day two of the gentlemen 
aro regretting very much that they took 
part, as tho boy of one of them has been 
placed in a very uncomfortable position, 
and the boy of the other has been cate- 
chized for over an hour by the principal 
and one of the assistants in regard to 
what his father said. Every one, with one 
exception, who was at the hearing and had 
anything to say in the way of criticism, 
was there at my earnest solicitation. 

In making this motion calling for au 
investigation, I did it advisedly and be- 
cause I had boen approached by so many 
persons with complaints. If I had re- 
mained quiet, I should always have felt 
that I had done an injustice to the school, 
an injustice to my constituents and an 
injustice to myself. I can assure you 
that it required courage for me to take 
the stand that I did and make the mo- 
tion, for it is much easier in this life to 
be passive than to create an unpleasant 
feeling as anything of this nature would. 

Before making this motion, I had in a 
quiet way posted myself and by the help 
of professors iu other schools, came to 
the conclusion that the scholarship of 
our Newton high school was not what it 
ought to be. if our scholarship is good, 
how much satisfaction the committee 
would have given those interested by 
publishing the facts, and certainly the 
parents are entitled to the true inward- 
ness and the result of teacliiug in the 
school. There is only one construction 
that we can place • upon this report, and 
that is that they did n >t care to publish 
to the world and advise the parents of 
the true condition or that they have 
never investigated it, for they say: 

“Taking these statistics as good as far 
as they go, your committee finds that 
they show no deterioration in the quality 
of the scholarship of the high school, 
and may be taken as a fair proof that the 
worn done now is as good as that done 
iu any year of which there is a complete 
record.” 

When I found that my associates re- 
fused to have me on the committee, I 
came to tho conclusion that my motion 
would have very little sympathy, aud 
that I might uot be placed in an uncom- 
fortable position aud that 1 might get at 
the true status, 1 had professors in dif- 
ferent branches connected with institu- 
tions in our sister cities visit our school, 
and the committee who say that they 
were uot able to arrive at the standing 
and scholarship would be surprised at 
the reports that I „linve and at the posi- 
tion that these professors hold. 

Now in regard to the scholarship of the 
high school, t he committee have practi- 
cally ignored the question. They have 
gone into the attendance, the number of 
scholars present, the number who were 
late, and the Lumber who have entered 
the Institute of Technology, or taken a 
collegiate course, but they have forgot- 
ten what they were appointed to investi- 
gate. When they say that the work of 
the high school is as good as that doue 
in any year, they may hit the nail right 
on the head, but it is only a short time 
since the school board decided that the 
school was not what it ought to be, and 
for that reason a change was.niade in tho 
teachers and management of the school. 

“Now, “up to its usual standard” is 
not satisfactory to a large number of 
parents. If it is up to its usual stand- 
ard, that standard is very low, for 1 find 
on investigation iu one class of the 
present school that not one scholar out 
of a class of 118 obtained one hundred 
per cent, in nuy study. 

In English, 118 •cholars, the av’gc was 70.2 pr. ct. 

Science, 64 scholars, the av’ge was 6S.7 i>r. ct. 

Latin, 70 scholars, the av'ge was 66.3 l'r. ct. 

Geometry ,64 scholars, the av’ge was 72.0 pr. ct. 

French sfl scholars, the av’ge was 70.8 j*r. ct 

Greek, 23 scholars, the av’ge was 70.4 j»r. ct. 
or an average foi the whole examination 
of 70.5 per cent. Remember that these 
were taken in rotation and not one omit- 
ted. 

In looking at these figures carefully, 
you will see that if a few got a Urge per 
cent, a large number must have had a 
very small per cent. It is such figures as 
these wh.cli will give thinking men 
au opportunity to know just what the 
results are at our Newton high school 
and nlso show the committee that it is 
possible to get at the scholarship. 

In looking at the conditions under 
which children have been admitted to 
other institutions of learning, it is ap- 
palling and shows that the elementary 
studies do not receive |tliat attention 
which tficy ought in our high school. 
No matter how the present scholarship 
compares with other regimes, it is a 
question of to-day, and if year after year 
twelve or fourteen boys enter college and 
they have from ten to* fifteen conditions, 
is there not something about this which 
is either a discredit (o ti e boys them- 
selves or the iustructiou? 

Then aguiu, when 1 made my motion, 
it was uot iu the interest of the boys who 
are entering college, but it was iu the in 
terest of over four bundled scholars, who 
are to tuku up the battle of life aud who 
ought to be so grounded iu their elemen- 
tary studies that when questions of mag- 
nit mle come up iu after life, they will be 
able to grasp them in such a tuauuer as 
jdiall he a credit to themselves nnd our 
schools. 1 was iu hopes tliat this com- 
mittee would be willing to either say that 
the scholarship was all that could lie do- | 
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aired or that it was not what it ought to 
be. It i» either good or it is not good. i 

I was in hopes that they would follow 
out the suggestion made at the hearing 
by a gentleman from Newton Centre 
and recommend that the City of Newton 
establish an English High as well ns a 
Latin High school and that over the latter 
should he a teacher who was thoroughly 
posted in the classics. 

1 have refrained from criticising any of 
the teachers during this controversy. I 
have no regrets at the part that I have 
taken, tor I have done it with a conscien- 
tious spirit, but I regret that this com- 
mittee nave been obliged to make such a 
whitewash report. No one who believes in 
progression can afford to say as they do, 
that the "wise course seems to he to 
make the best of the present condition.” ' 
I do not care to belong to any institution 
that is simply drifting, and for this rea- I 
son, I have tendered my resignation as a 
member of the school committee.

Mr. Leeson has al- 
ready shown himself, in connection with 
tho Cottage Hospital and tho Newton 
Centre playground, as one of the most 
public spirited men in Newton, willing 
to do all in his power to advanco the 
interests of the city in which he has 
made his home, and it is such men that aro 
needed on the board of trustees of the 
Freo Library. The city is to be congrat- 
latcd that such meu are willing to take 
such responsible positions* and to give 
their time and abilities to its service.

MR. BELL RESIGNS. 


It could hardly be expected that the 
marked discourtesy shown to Mr. Bell by 
the School board would pass without re- 
sults, for it is about tho only instance on 
recordwliere the mover of an investigation 
was refused any position on tho commit- 
tee appointed to make the investiga- 
tion or where the committee entirely ig- ] 
sored the main thing they were appoin- 
ted to look into. Mr. Boll, in his busi- 
ness like letter, sets forth the case very 
plainly, and calls the elaborate report i 
nothing but whitewash. Ho also gives i 
facts and figures which the committee 
professed themselves unable to find. 

Mr. Bell says that he docs not care to 
belong to an institution that is simply drif- 
ting, with no purpose or effort to improve, 
and so he resigus from the School board. 
While the friends of the school will sin- 
cerely regret his action, they realize that 
it was the only thing a member could do, 
treated as Mr. Bell has been, if he wished 
to retain his self respect. Iu fact the 
most difficult problem connected with 
our schools is present iu the school board 
itself. The board is in an admirable 
state of discipline, but the same machine 
policy that characterizes the manage- 
ment of the schools is evident at the 
board meetings. It is like the meeting 
of a board of directors of a bank, where 
the proceedings are of a purely formal 
nature, merely to endorse and approve 
suggestions. 

Mr. Bell says that lie had professors in 
different branches conuected with institu- 
tions iu sister cities visit the school, and 
that the committee who say in their re- 
port that they were not able to arrive at ' 
thestauding and scholarship would be 
surprised at the reports made and the 
position that these professors hold. This 
was certainly a practical way of finding 
whether our High school was up to the 
standard, and it is a matter ot surprise 
that the committee did not also adopt it. : 
The parents of pupils are entitled to a 
knowledge of the real condition of things. J 
The High school is a very expensive in- 
stitution, and those who pay the bills 
ought to be satisfied that they are get- 
ting the worth of their money. 

Securing teachers from other schools 
outside of the city to visit the school 
would have been oue way of making the 
investigation. Another one, indicated in 
Mr. Bell’s letter, would have been to go 
over the records kept of the standing of 
bc1i< 1 irs in regard to which Mr. Bell give 
some interesting figures. The committee no 
doubt meant to do their work well, but un- 
fortunately they were led off' in a wrong 
direction. They seemed to have a desire 
to prove that the school Is up to the stand- 
ard of six years ago, in spite of the fact 
that a majority said then a change was de- 
manded, and a change was made. But the 
people do not care whether the school is up 
to the standard of former years. What 
they want to know is whether or no it is up 
tothe standard which such a school ought 
to have. 

In fact more information in regard to the 
real condition of the -eliool is given iu Mr. 
Bell’- brief letter, than hi the whole report 
of the investigating committee. Probably 
with this example of what a report ought ' 
to be before them, the committee could 
make a second investigation that would 
show something of the real condition of 
the • o tool, and what is needed to make It 
all that such a school should he. 


The daily papers accord Congressman 
Dingley the honor of having made the 
speech of the occasion at the Homo 
Market club dinner, but his nssortiou 
that the McKinley bill reduces the duties 
on tho goods used by the poor and ouly 
raises them ou the higher grades, leads 
one to suspect that Mr. Dingley has ouly 
studied the lime and other strictly Maine 
schedules of the bill. But then one never 
expects a political speaker at a public 
dinner to stick very closely to the facts; 
he must give a little vent to his imagina- 
tion, or his hearers would all go to 
sleep. Many have expressed their dis- 
appointment in Speaker Reed’s speech, 
but Mr. Reed is never in his clement 
when making a sustained argument, or 
when there is no political opponents to 
stir up with sarcastic jibes.

Many of the old soldiers also 
think that that the absence of the usual 
curious crowd would add to the reverent 
nature of memorial exercises, ami they 
do not like to fuel that the cemetery au-

An audience that comfort \bly tilled 
one of the rooms in the Allen school- 
house, West Newton, pat hered Saturday 
even i tip to listen to an address by Mr. 
Clias. Theodore lluascll, . I r.. in answer 
to the speech made by First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Clarkson before the 
Norfolk club in Boston on the occasion 
of its rccevt banquet at Young's Hotel. 

It will bo remembered that Mr. Clarkson 
preached a doctrine in regard to tilling 
the offices so closely allied to the princi- 
ple advocated by Flannag .111 of Texas 
that it lias met with considerable ad- 
verse criticism by members of his own j 
party. The meeting was under the aus- 
pices of the West Newton Civil Service 
lteform Club, and was presided over by 
Mr. Henry Lambert, its president. Af- 
ter disposing of routine business, the 
orator of the occasion was presented to 
the audience. 

ADDRESS OF MR. RUSSELL. 

Mr. Russell said: A distinguished 
gentleman, occupying a high position in 
the present administration, came to 
Massachusetts last woek to explain the 
true theory and praetteo of civil service 
reform. l'o some of us who have 
preached or administered t lie system 
here for some years, his theories, while 
not novel, seemed out of place. Me 
meet liis theory with our practice and 
i-ts practical results. Mr. Clarkson’s 
theory is that the government is a politi- 
cal, aiid not a business, organization. If 
he means it is an organization of the peo- 
ple as a body politic, for taeir protection 
and welfare, lie is correct. We differ 
from his application of the proposition. 
Government, while p ditical in a consid- 
erable degree, is, in its detail, nothing 
but a vast business concern, in no depart- j 
ment more so than that with which thedis- ; 
tiuguished gentleman is connected. Gov- 
ernment is political in its policy: it is a 
purely business concern in its adminis- 1 
tratiou. It, therefore, requires two 
classes of public officers. Officers to rep- 
resent a policy, and officers to do the de- 
tail work. The former class represents, 
and ought to represent, the party in 
power. The litter class need be merely 
faithful employes. It is not difficult to 
draw the line' between the two. Mr. 
Clarkson thinks that Biptists can best 
manage a Baptist church. 1 agree with j 
him. If it be an election of paster or 
deacons, by all means leave the selection 
to the church members: but if it is nec- 
essary to repair the church, or to keep it 
in proper condition, would any good 
church member hesitate to select a Meth- 
odist or a Roman Catholic, if hecould d>> 
the work more efficiently or economical- 
ly? No one doubts that a cabinet officer 
or a head of a great department sboul I 
be in close accord with the administra- 
tion, because the office is a political one, 
dealing with a party policy, rather than 
with detail or administration. But how 
much of a political organization is the 
postoffice of West Newton? What has 
the occupant to do but receive and dis- 
tribute mail? The more experience lie 
gains, the better officer he is. What 
have the thousands of clerks swarming iu 
the great departments of Washington to 
do in shaping a nation’s or a party’s pol- 
icy? So with ail the clerks and eraploy- 
V- custom houses, the post offices, 

the departments 01 mu./.., . ,„.j 

fl^/’nor^a’if Yiftache to a political organiza- 
tion, but a public servant, faithfully per- 
forming a routine work. While there 
may be differences of opinion exactly 
where the line betaveeu the two classes 
of officers should be drawu, yet with the 
most liberal allowance you will find in 
the first class only a few hundred officials, 
having in the class of purely business 
officers some 180.000 employes in the na- 
tional service. There was no trouble in 
drawing the liue iu our state civil ser- 
vice act, which exempts elective and ju- 
dicial officers, school teachers and heads 
of departments, it would require a lit- 
tle more than a few strokes of the pen to 
draw the division line iu the national 
service. The only question, then, that 
interests civil service reformers is how 
to appoint these thousands of subordi- 
nate business officers. The question is 
wholly practical. N ithimr is further 
from our thoughts than mere theory. 
We have to deal with the practical ques- 
tion. which every civilized government 
has had to face, and lias had to settle in 
one way, to tegulate their appointment 
by law,* and not leave it to personal fa- 
voritism. These officials must be ap- 
pointed iu one of two ways. You must 
either leave the selection to the absolute 
discretion of the appointing officer, or 
you nnisl regulate the appointment by 
fixed law. No middle course has proved 
practicable. Mr. Ciarksou's idea of ex- 
aminations conducted bv or under t lie 
appointing power lias been tried time 
and again iu Washington b fore the civil 
service ac» of 18S2, and always proved 
sh art-lived and delusive. The plan was 
tried, and honestly tried, uuder Presi- 
dent Grant, and proved a failure. You 
must have examinations supervised, uot 
by the appointing officer, always more or 
less iu his discretion, and under his con- 
trol, but examinations require by statute 
law aud supei vised bv an impartial out- 
side commission. All the experience of 
the nation contradicts the theory of Mr. 
Clarkson. We pursue not shadow but 
substance, iu claiming that iu appoint- 
ments to these offices, as in other mat- 
ters, this bhall be "a government of 
laws, and not of men.” However hon- 
estly or hopefully it may bo suggested 
that you can establish a merit system of 
appointment without a civil service law, 
you will find that any theory based on 
such suggestion is merely a better 
clothed, aud therefore more insidious 
statement of the old spoils doctrine, so 
tersely avowed by the distinguished 
Flanagan: “What are we here for, if not 
for the offices?” < an we trust the dis- 
cretion of appointing officers? All expe- 
rience says no. If that officer has per- 
sonal ambitions and ends, he will use the 
power to reward friends and punish ene- 
mies. if lie is a partisan, he will use the 
public service, paid for by the whole 
j»eople, to keep his party in power, if 
be seeks to be above these personal mo- 
tives, he is subjected to an all powerful 
paity aud personal pressure no public 
officer from IVesideut down lias ever 
becu able to resist. President Lincoln 
said that he had to give more time to 
distributing offices than to the move- 
ments of armies upon which the fate of 
the nation depended. If it is admitted 
that this personal discretion iu appoint- 
ment is apt to be absurd, that it imposes 
upou the time of our appointing officers, 
and submits them to improper solicita- 
tion, then you come to tiie ouly alterna- 
tive, which is regulation by law. Wo 
place appointments uuder law, precisely 
as other governmental factions— the cre- 
atiou of coiporations and other giants 


discretion. And that law can provide 
only one test, that of examination into 
and 


tho qtniillcations of the applicants nr 
appointment in acc ordance with the r 
suit. And this is the civil service reform 
system. I differ from another proposi- 
tion of Mr. Clarkson's that ‘office hold- 
ing is the normal school of government.” 
If he mean* that it is honorable to parti- 
cipate in the government, all will agree 
with him. In the town meetings, the 
caucus, t lie convention, the citizens not 
onlv perform a duty, hut receive an ed- 
ucation. Nor does any one doubt that it 
is honorable to aspire to, and to hold, 
public office. If. however, lie means, as 
fie implies, that it is necessary to pas* 
offices round at frequent intervals, in or- 
der to educate us in our politic. d rights 
and duties, and to inspire patriotism, I 
question the proposition. I would go 
further, ruder the old system of treat- 
ing offices as spoils, belonging to the 
victors, I believe that holding one of the 
subordinate offices, instead of leading to 
patriotisn or efficient sendee, tended to 
demoralize the occupant. It gave hint a 
selfish, personal interest, which turned 
him from a patriot into a partisan, from 
a self-respecting man into a henchman. 
He had to look upon public questions 
from the point of view of hi* hold upon 
the public crib, rather than that of his 
duty as a eitiz mi. 1 don't reflect upon 
the patriotism of those of our citizens 
who have held and do hold public office. 

I am speaking not of persons, but of 
systems. I agree with Mr. Clarkson, 
that office holding is, and should con- 
tinue to be, honorable; but to add to the 
honor, separate it forever from subservi- 
ency to any personal influence. Pu* it 
under regulation of law. Let a man gain 
offi.'e upon his merit ami hold it without 
sacrifice of his manhood. It is an insult 
to the American people to imply that 
office holding is necessary to interest 
them in public aff lira. There was not a 
national office to every fin* voters iu the 
last national election. Ninety per cent 
of our voters neither expect nor desire 
appointment to office. Are they less pa- 
triotic. less interested, less educated, 
thau the small minority who woik for 
the loaves and fishes? Thinking men 
among them, Mr. Lodge and Gov. Brack- 
ett, admit that patronage is a source « *f 
weakness to a party, and our most hotly 
contested elections* In ve proved it to be 
so. Patriotism isn’t measured by ability 
to get office, and isn't dependent upon 
what a citizen can draw from the public 
treasury. What is there iu the business 
offices of the country to make them the 
normal school of good government? Un- 
der the old system there was plenty to 
inspire work for candidates for election, 
t » seek to control caucuses and conven- 
tions, to run the machine. The faithful 
employe isn’t in a school of government, 
but in’a business offne. to perform pre- 
cisely the same work and no other, as 
wouid be required of him in a factory or 
a counting room. The patriotic citizen 
is a man who, with no selfish motive and 
subject to no personal obligations, is 
willing, with voice and vote, to work for 
good government. If cringing to a suc- 
cessful candidate to Congress, if doing 
partisan work for the purpose of getting 
a riiance at the public funds is a normal 
school, let us begin our political life 
anew in a primary school. Mr. Clarkson 
asks for something practical in civil ser- 
vice reft ini. If, when iu, Boston, he had 
visited the office of the civil service com- 
mission, and examined the records and 
papers of the 1800 persons appointed to 
officcin Massachusetts under the civil 
Service law, without regard to political 
or religious belief — records showing the 
standing and qualifications of each ap- 
I'JLw.vt .. ? v.d • r Y.v.tr a. : r, ' t ui t riCil' the re- 
cords concealed iu his own office regard- 
ing the appointment of fourth-class post- 
masters, showing appointments under 
the importunity and threats of congress- 
, men and party bosses, the difference be- 
tween our practice and his theory would 
have been impressive. Iu the one office, 
appointment by merit, in the other ap- 
pointment by favor. The one system is 
civil service reform, tire other is the 
; spoils system, whatever empheinism is 
used to describe it. Mr. Russell criti- 
cised the views of Mr. Clarkson in re- 
gard to con tin uancy of office, aud then, 
at some length, explained the civil ser- 
vice system as enforced in Massachu- 
setts, claiming that it had proved practi- 
cable aud successful.

The secretary read a draft of an agree- 
ment between the Hospital Corporation 
and the City of Newton relating to. the 
erection and use of buildings on the hos- 
pital land for contagious diseases and 
for a morgue, and the president was au- 
thorized to execute tiie agreement on 
the part of the Hospital. It was voted, 
that the Building Committee be author- 
ized to proceed with the erection of the 
buildings as soon as the agreement is 
duly executed.

An Atuoricnn lms arrived in this city 
from Ouanajtmtn, whom lio wns during 
ft rain of ashes that fell in Hint city. Tl»c 
peculiar phenomenon, according to a 
statement made to a rejjortor, began nt 
about 10:80 o’clock in the morning, when 
fishes started to fall from a cloudless 
skv. and when there was no wind pre- 
vailing near the earth. The lower class- 
es wore badly frightened, thinking that 
the strange phenomenon was the pre- 
cursor of some dire event. The churches 
wore sought by them, inhere they offered 
up prayers to the Creator to save them 
from destruction. 

At times the fall of the gray mnterinl 
from the sky was very thick, resembling 
materially a snowstorm. The buildings, 
Streets, trees and people were covered 
with ashes at the conclusion of the pecu- 
liar storm. The ash storm was very 
general in the state of Guanajuata. It is 
the general opinion that the ashes were 
wafted by a northeasterly current of air 
across hundredsof miles of country from 
tho active crater of the Columa volcano.

But one link hinds 
him to the world, and that is a cowboy 
who speaks the same tongue, hut who 
lias only a few months to stay. Kis-ku- 
dah is sick in the hospital, where he 
grieves and mourns day in and day out. 
For hours he will kneel with his blanket 
about his head and never move. When 
the night nurses take .their places Ivis- 
ku-dah’s face brightens up, for then his 
cowboy friend, who is a night nurse, 
comes to him, and they have a friendly 
talk. This “untutored” son pines for 
liberty; his only thought is of his native 
plains and hills, and how sweet would 
ho his revenge for depriving him of that 
liberty. — Columbus Dispatch.

Dr. Francis 11. Brown, of Boston, 1ms 
devised a plan by which six deaf persons 
who formerly heard nothing of the ser- 
mon now hardly miss a word of it when 
they attend church. A largo sound re- 
ceiver stands near the preacher, and 
branch speaking tubes run by way of 
tho floor from it to each of the deaf per- 
sons. — New York Evening Sun. 

Hurled Zulu Tuahtou. 

Bishop Mackenzie, of Zululaud, who 
died on Feb. 1) of enteric fever, gave in- 
structions previous to Ids demise that his 
corpse should he buried in Zulu fashion. 
Accordingly, no coflin was used, but tho 
body was tied up in a blanket in a kneel- 
ing position and was thus placed in a 
hole. — Exchange. 

An elephant at Philadelphia died sud- 
denly the other day from enlargement of 
the heart. Its heart was found to he ab- 
normally large. It more than idled u 
washtuh und weighed 103 pounds. The 
big hearted but unfortunate animal was 
1U years old. 


Arsenic In Mull Paper. 

The danger of using hangings or wall 
paper which contain arsenic was very 
forcibly illustrated in Berlin not long 
since bv the famous < beinist and expert. 
Dr. Paul Jeserioh, the head of the re- 
nowned , Sunshine laboratory. 

A woman and her little child were 
taken suddenly and dangerously ill with- 
out any apparent can so and the family 
physician was summoned in baste. Af- 
ter a careful examination ho decided 
that his patients had nil the symptoms 
of arsenical poisoning. He did every- 
thing in bis power to help them, and 
finally they were removed into another 
room to see if any change would prove 
beneficial, and they very soon recovered. 
Upon going hack to their former sleep- 
ing place they were again prostrated and 
once more removed. 

Dr. Jeserich was summoned, nnd he at 
once attacked the wall paper. He found 
that the walls carried three layers of 
paper* having been repapered twice. A 
most careful examination revealed no 
trace of arsenic whatever in the two 
outer papers, but the inner or original 
covering contained an enormous quan- 
tity of the poison. To a surface of twelve 
square meters, which is about the area 
covered by wall paper in a room of mod- 
erate size, the paper contained twenty 
grammes of arsenic acid. — Philadelphia 
Times. 

Kyi) 1'it‘ce for l he l.lck Telescope. 

The Gunlach optical works of this city 
have just completed an eye piece for the 
great Lick telescope. The eye piece is 
constructed on a perfected theory and is 
a great deal larger than any before made. 
Eye pieces of the same pattern are in 
use in many of the observatories in the 
country and everywhere excellent results 
are obtained. The Gunlach glass uses alt 
the light gathered by the large field lens 
and at the same time covers the area of 
the larger glass of the telescope. There 
are two lenses in this eye piece. They are 
Bix inches apart. The larger one is called 
the field lens and is six and one-half 
inches in diameter. 

The other lens is the eyeglass proper. 
It is three inches in diameter and is com- 
posed of three lenses, a double concave, 
double convex and meniscus cemented 
togetl t. The field lens is of crown glass. 
The concave und convex lenses are also 
of crown glass. The meniscus, or cor- 
recting lens, is of flint glass. No other 
rye piece of anything like equal dimen- 
i i< ins has ever been made. The largest 
low in use is not over two inches in di- 
ameter, nnd that is far above the average 
size. The light from heavenly bodies 
seen through the Lick telescope and this 
eye piece will he 20,000 times as bright 
as that seen with the naked eye. — Roches- 
ter Democrat. 


Fact!* About the Census. 

The taking of the census begins on 
June 2. In cities or towns of 10,000 or 
more inhabitants the work must he fin- 
ished within two weeks from the begin- 
ning of the work. In the country each 
voting precinct is a census district, and 
me man will do the work of that dis- 
trict. 

In the city tho enumerator will he paid 
per capita, in the country by the day. 
The man in the country might ride ten 
niles to get one head. 

People everywhere may as well under- 
stand at the start that every question 
asked by the census man must he an- 
swered. It is the United States govern- 
ment that asks the question. Moreover, 
the answers must ho the truth and tho 
whole truth. There is a severe penalty 
for misleading a census enumerator or 
telling him a lie. 

You will give your name, age, sex, 
birthplace, nationality, color, business, 
married or unmarried. If you are an 
alien you will have to tell that. There 
is no way to evade the census man. He 
must do his duty and so must the citi- 
zen. — Chicago Tribune. 


AuieuitB's of Sutural Gus. 

A farmer in Indiana has had a singu- 
lar experience. Natural gas is coming 
up out of the ground all over his farm, 
and it is easy to light it in hundreds of 
places by simply applying a match. 
Even the water in the farmer’s drive 
well is forced out by tho gas, and the 
family is contemplating a removal iron) 
its residence to avoid being blown up. 
Tlie farmer considers that his farm is 
entirely ruined, and will doubtless aban- 
don it altogether, unless some way can 
he devised to control tho escaping gas. — 
New York Commercial Advertiser.

for such written request* for a.«9e*«ment, which 
must give the name In full— age, occupation and 
residence May 1st, 13-9 All women desiring to 
be assessed for a |«dl tax sbonld have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in the form re- 
quired by the act ol 18e9, ready for delivery to 
the Assessors when they shall visit the house 
where they dwell. Eael* request should be upon 
• - .tied by the applicant with her 
name in full. No application for the assessment 
of a woman for a poll tax will be received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner provided 
| by said Chapter 196, except by filing in the office 
of the Assessors the Hat provided by Section 13. 
of Chapter 293, of Acts or 13-8-1, as amended by 
Chapter 200 ol Acts of l-8> 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furni«h the Assessors with statements In rela- 
tion to such estates.

Such a garden would be a liberal 
education in itself, and be of great as'i't- 
anee to students interested in natural his- 
tory. The collection will he made ns com- 
plete as possible, and will furnish abundant 
illustrations of the plants described In the 
text book-. There is probably no other 
man in this section so well fitted to start 
a collection as Mr. Hyde.and although it will 
involve a great deal of labor, it is work that 
Mr. Hyde likes, and to which he has devot- 
ed a great deal of his leisure moments for 
many years. The playground promises to 
be one of the greatest attractions of the 
city under the public spirited policy of the 
men who linve it in clnrge.

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Common Council I'rorPwllufSi 

All tho members of the Common 
Council were present at the regular 
mcoti ng, bold in tho City Hall, Monday 
evening. President Hyde occupied the 
chair. 

Papers from the board of aldermen 
were passed in concurrence, including 
orders, providing for tho observance of 
Juno 17 and July 4, and appropriating 
$6,075 for tho police signal system. 

Petitions wore presented by Council- 
man Hates from S. C. Huxley and others, 
for a stroet crossing on Franklin street, 
at tho head of fildredge street; from 
residents of Forest street for concrete 
sidewalks and grading, and from 11. E. 
Hibbard and others for concrete side- 
walks on Trcmont street, were referred 
to tho highway committee. 

A petition presented by Councilman 
Luke from residents of Bowdoin street, 
Ward 5, for concrete sidewalks, was 
referred to the highway committee. 

An order offered by Councilman Hall 
was adopted, granting free use of the 
City Hall to the grammar schools on the 
aftoruoon of Juno 25, 1890, when tho 
exercises of the graduating classes will 
take place. 

An order offered by Councilman 
Crehoro was adopted authorizing the 
water board to lay 1075 feet of S inch 
water pipe in a new street off Essex road, 
Ward 0, and appropriating for that 
purpose $1,525; and 250 feet of 6-inch 
water pipe in Albion street. Ward 2, and 
appropriating $300 therefore. 

An order offered by Councilman Luke 
was adopted authorizing the committee 
on highways to expend a sum not ex- 
ceeding $235 for the purchase of a road 
rollor. 

An order offered by Councilman 
Porter was adopted authorizing the 
mayor to strike out tlie word “forever” 
in the agreement between the city and 
the Newton Cottage Hospital Corpora- 
tion, concerning the construction of a 
morgue aud buildings for ceutagious 
diseases.

ITALIAN CAMP AT WABAN. 

Jl picturesque scene by the bank of 

THE CHARLES RIVER. 


Just a bit of Itsyly brokeu off by a 
mighty hand and brought from the sunny 
shores of the Mediterranean to the stern 
aud rock-bound coast of Massachusetts. 

Tho old peninsula is crumbling, weak 
with age, and this bit seemed almost 
worthless, but it is genuinely Italian, 
all the same, until it is thoroughly en- 
grafted upon the new land and com- 
mingles with it. This small section of 
Italy, taken bodily from the sky to earth, 
was fouud in the camp at Waban last 
Sunday afternoon, just beyond the reach 
of Boston’s sprawling members. The 
-day itself was unmistakable, with its 
soft, languorous air, vivid sunlight and 
Oeep blue sky over all. The beautiful 
scenic morceau was never intended for 
Now England, even though the ubiquitous 
Charles, with deep, sluggish water, 
seemed to linger in the foreground. The 
curves of the hills were gracefully 
draped, but scarcely covered by light, 
filmy foilage. Not an incongruous 
feature disturbed the scene, where 200 
romuion Italiiu laborers enjoyed their 
weekly luxury of an afternoon siesta. 

The camp was humble enough, accord- 
ing to American ideas, even for Italians. 
There was one low Hit building covered 
with black paper, and perhaps a score of 
bootlAj, peaked like Indian wigwams aud 
walled with green sods. It was a quiet, 
\tuy looking camp, but ill spite of the 
combination of soporific inlluences the 
zneu were not ah asleep. Some were 
patching over the p itches on their faded 
clothes, industriously smoking mean- 
while. The dappled shade of the natural 
grove shifted, and t he camp coming to 
life became varied and interesting, 

One man starts a story, another a 
political discussion, ami both are sur- 
rounded by grave but interrupting 
throngs. More pipes are lighted and 
cigarettes rolled with southern grace. A 
•group of swarthy knights of the shovel, 
with faces sculptuied for the Homan 
JSenate, drink plebeian beer out of even 
more plebeian tin. Some indulge in 
more, a numerical game played with the 
lingers, aud others gather near the camp 
for the more athletic game of tiro, in 
which large round stones are rolled as 
far as possible. Ail the men look their 
best, for they have spent the forenoon 
washing and shiviug. Then the chief 
musician is called for, and the

attract general attention. The music 
becomes more sprightly, and the younger 
men, forgetting their indolence, join in 
»ome ol the siiuplei dances of their owu, 
province. In spite of the absence of 
women and children, in spite of the 
• ;oarse, roughly mended clothes, in spite 
of the morning's washing drying upon 
' he hushes, the* cam » assumes a gala day 
-ppeuruncc. The amusements are harm- 
ess oues, the comrades, though noisy, 
Jte peaceful, aud the sight is novel aud 
intensely foreign. 

These foreign laborers, who do only 
hi commonest work, are not types of 
Italians, but only of a class of poor, 
Hi ter ate, Italian farmers. They live in 
poor, uncivilized fashion in this 
ouutry, but claim that it is luxury to 
heir lilu at koine, much us they love 
keii native country. But t lie blood 
'hat Hows in their veins is warm, Kotnasi 
■Hood, even if degenerated, aud mauifebt- 
ng itself in their rich coloring, aud in 
.iiauy cases, really handsome faces. No 
'-'00 dirt-diggers of any other nationality 
would compare in good looks with those 
the Waban camp. The foreman, 
i.uggi, louks like the ideal hero of the 
ull light, although quite well dressed 
u‘ lei the American fashion, with clean 
linen and light felt hat. Luggi is the 
lundsomest man in camp, aud would be 
joticeablo anywhere. As night ap- 
proaches, the steward deals out the 
supplies for the evening meal. Macca- 
.. o>>i aud good bread are the most 
abundant provisions, to which are added 
lonac cheap meats, and perhaps vegeta- 
bles. The turf IimI^cj, serve as kitchen.-*, 
with three stone.-* for a fireplace and the 
•peniug ,il the ridgepole for a chimney. 

Most of the men couk the food, aud in 
he simplest fashion, though sometimes 


one man will cook for a mess of live or 
ten. nml take more pains with his dishes, 
simple as it is, supper consumes several 
hours' time before nil have cooked and 
eaten all they wish. Meanwhile the 
musician hai been provided for, his 
elastic instrument expanded, and out up- 
on the night air falls the notes of some 
plaintive Italian melody. Singers join 
in with his accompaniment. Songs are 
sung of love, of war and of patriotism, 
vigorously but not without a certain 
i charm for tho listener. Some quiet 
parties sit long in the darkness, telling 
stories in the native tongue. The old 
men boast of the early prowess and the 
young men of the deeds of the fathers 
and grandfathers. Occasionally the 
voices and music together rise to a con- 
fused babel of sound and then both to- 
gether die away to the suggestion of a 
murmur, so rising and falling fnr into 
the night. Reluctantly one by one, the 
men grope their w ay to bed. They scorn 
loth to g », and no wonder, for a hun- 
dred sleep where 10 Americans would 
feel crowded. Like voluntary sardines 
the sleepers pack themselves in tiers of 
bunks— “double-deckers” — with scanty 
straw mattresses, or no mattresses at all, 
and so crowded that each occupant can 
strike elbows with his neighbors, nml as 
easily reach to the boards above. In the 
narrow alleys between tho bunks canvas 
hammocks are swung, and every available 
corner is forced into use. 

The superinton deut of thej grading of 
streets and house lots at the new suburb 
of Waban is Mr. Clark, who lias done a 
good deal of work with Italian laboreis. 
“I think the Italians aro capable of be- 
coming a very valuable class of work- 
men," he says, “and some of these at 
work for us are skilled artisaus. For the 
work here wo pay $1.40 a day, aud for it 
the men work hard. As they learn 
American ways of living and use better 
food, they are capable of working as 
hard as anybody. The neighbors about 
here were very much disturbed when 
they heard that we would employ Italians, 
but I don’t think that there has beeu the 
slightest trouble from our men, and I ] 
know there has been no complaint. They 
don’t light or steal, and stay closely in 
camp and work willingly, and, as fast as 
they learn how, intelligently. I believe 
that in the future they will do most of 
the pick and shovel work in New Eng- 
land. But then, we can’t pretend to 
keep track of their names, and each one 
is represented upon our books by a cer- 
tain number. 

The gangs of Italian laborers are in- 
creasing, and Gypsy camps like that at 
Waban will soon disappear. A profes- 
sional cook and a regular boarding house 
system is taking the place of the individ- 
ual cuisine, and Italians are “broken,” as 
their padrones sa>, to American methods 
of work, and are learning the English 
language. Some are even forsaking their 
old names or are anglicising them. Thus 
the bits of Italy are becoming lost in the 
conglomerate of the United States, losing 
with their identity their picturesque 
features.— [Boston Sunday Herald.

Hole’s a go. A big kick is mafic 
against the increase in the tariff on ce- 
ment, which is evidently put on to help 
the Industry in Rockland, Me., to the in- 
jury of the users of cement everywhere. 
But a writer in tho New York Tribune 
tolls these kickers that it is all right, for 
we nro going to make cement in this 
country ourselves. He says: 

“First, That tho Bureau of Statistics 
reports show that tho manufacture of 
Portland cement in this country, encour- 
aged bv i he election of a Kepublic.au Ad- 
ministration, has begun to alfect im- 
ports, which show a decrease for tho 
present year. 

Second, The Geological Survey of 
the United States shows that there exists 
an abundance of tho best material, wido- 
ly distributed over the whole country, 
which is adapted to tho manufacture of 
Portland cement, and that in a number 
of places Portland cement is actually 
made fully equal to any imported. 

Third, Portland cement of a character 
fully as high as any imported brand is 
made in Pennsylvania from American 
material, nnd has been used and is used, 
on such works as the New York aque- 
duct, tho Droxel Building of Philadelphia, 
the sewerngo systems of Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg and New York, and upon 
important enterprises iu all parts of the 
country, in competition with, and in 
preference to the imported. 

Fourth, The only piece of work that 
stood at Johnstown was built of Ameri- 
iean cement, made from American mate- 
rial. namely, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
bridge, which stood tho entire pressure 
of the flood.” 

Now, if that is so, why in creation do 
the cement men want the tariff raised? 
If we have “an abundance of tho best 
material, widely distributed over the 
whole country,” why can’t we meet the 
world in a free market?” If uature has 
given us tho best advantages, why are we 
afraid of foreign competition? If the 
Tribune mau is correct, then there is no 
need of any tariff at all. If lie is not 
correct, then the consumers of cement 
ought to have the advantage of a cheap 
foreign market, without auy increase of 
duty. It would be a good . plan to take 
those liocklatid manufacturers by the 
right of eminent domain, for the public 
good, support them in luxury and idle- 
ness, anti let cement come in free. 


Lodged Consistency. 

Cabot Lodge voted to raise tho duty 
on glass chimneys, because he wanted to 
help the Massachusetts glass manufac- 
turers. He voted against the free raw 
material which. our iron manufacturers 
wanted in order to savo themselves. 
How long has, a glass manufacturer been 
better than an Iron manufacturciV Why 
is the home market made by glass work- 
men better than tho home-market made 
by iron workmen? 


Philadelphia Sentiment. 

Pennsylvania is a pretty stiff protec- 
tionist State and it furnishes the sphinx- 
like Quay, chairman of the Republican 
national committee, who lives up to the 
motto of Senator Ingalls, chairman pro 
tern of tho national senate, thAt “tlie 
decalogue and the golden rule have no 
place in politics.” But in Philadelphia 
the tariff reformers got up a tremendous 
meeting last week and the workmen iu 
the woolen mills, who turned out iu 
great numbers, expressed their opinions 
in these resolutions: 

Whereas, both political parties have 
promised to correct the inequalities and 
discriminations of tho present tariff 
laws, which, by placing undue burdens 
upon tlie raw materials of our industries 
and the necessaries of life, destroy our 
opportunities for work nnd reduce the 
wages of labor; and whereas, the party 
now iu control iu Congress in- 
stead of redeeming its pledges and keep- 
ing faith with the workingmen, is at- 
tempting to foist upon the American peo- 
ple a most iniquitous measure, commonly 
known as the McKinley bill, which, l»y 
increasing the inequalities and discrimi- 
nations, will strengthen monopoly, des- 
troy our industries and crush labor; 
therefore, we, workingmen of Kensing- 
ton, in mass meeting assembled. 

Resolve, That wo cannot too stronly de- 
nounce tlie McKinley hill as a dangerous 
measure nor too earnestly protest against 
its passage by the United Statos Senate, 
and that wo hereby give notice that we 
will not be satisfied with anything short 
of free raw materials and such a corres- 
ponding reduction of general tariff rates 
as will make liviug cheaper and give us 
a chance to enter foreign markets with 
our products, as well as to keen aud con- 
trol our own, knowing full well that only 
by these means can tho toilers secure 
steady work and good wages. 


Bo Yon Use Glass. 

One of the infant industries which is 
further coddled by tlie protectiouist 
nurses is the glass manufacture. They 
have a pretty stiff tariff already by 
which, on the average, every importer 
who brings two sheets of glass into this 
couutry must leave one of them with tlie 
government for the sake of getting tlie 
other through tho custom house. Their 
business is so snug that they formed it 
trust last November, aud within four 
moutlis put up tho price by four differ- 
ent movements, about 20 per cent, in all. 
This increase comes out of tlie people 
and goes into the profits of tho glass 
manufacturers. But tlie McKinley com- 
mittee thought t lie people sli mid pay 
further tribute and so they proposed this 
schedule, and the Republican majority 
voted it through aud shut off debate:

Then the trust held a meeting and 
agreed with dealers who control To per 
cent of this glass sold beyond tlie Alle- 
ghenies tiiat none oi them should buy 
outside of t lit* trust aud none of tin* 
trust would sell to a dealer outside of 
the “jobbers association.” Then they 
voted to strut down their factories June 
14. That is the style of husiuess which 
flourishes under the promise eveu of the

A Protectionist Kicker. 

Timely remarks from the Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin, protectionist: 

If American capital and American 
labor cannot produce cheap velvets, such 
as the poorer working-girls use for their 
holiday garments, without a duty of 143 
per cent, they had better he produced 
outside tlie United States. If American 
ingenuity and American industry cannot 
produce knives without a duty of from 
P0 to 125 per cent, our Connecticut breth- 
ren would do well to stop their exports 
and go into a- more congenial business. 
If American capital and American labor, 
which is to-day producing cut-glass of 
such superior color and workmanship 
that English gentlemen are furnishing 
their sideboards from Boston dealers, — 
if t his same American industry cannot 
produce vases, opal shades and lamp 
chimneys without a duty ranging from 
224 to 450 per cent, tho American glass 
industry had bettor be abandoned for the 
benefit of all concerned. 


Why Not Bumblebees? 

It is reported with positiveness that 
the senate will give a bounty on maple 
sugar when it votes on its tariff bill. 
This is a logical outcome to the sugar 
bounty in the McKinley bill. Now it 
only remains to give a bounty on bum- 
blebee*’ honey. Every country-boy 
knows that this honey is by far the 
sweetest of any that is made, but the 
quantities produced are too small for an 
established industry. If the protection- 
ist statesmen at Washington are deter- 
mined to close our iron mills and ruin 
our woolen factories, why can’t they 
give us a little consolation by a bounty 
on our bumblebees, and make it big? 
Bumblebees are a home product. There’s 
nothing alien, exotic or allied to pauper 
labor about them. They are hardy and 
vigorous, especially at tlie “ousiness 
end.” They are beautiful as the dawn, 
active as the wind and tragrant as tlie | 
rose iu tho shattere l vase whose odor 
clings to it still. They are already ac- 
climtted. It would give employment to 
a large number of people to raise a small 
quantity of honey, and thus would be es- 
tablished an added home market for the 
farm products of the West, for the coal 
and irou-niiues of Pennsylvania, for tlie 
wool-growers of Ohio, for the silk weav- 
ers of Fateison— for we who should raise 
bumblebee's honey would demand the 
finest wool and the richest silk. Consid- 
ering the modesty of tlie wool politicians, 
we might start with a bounty of ten dol- 
lars a pound on the honey. Nobody but 
Andrew Carnegie, who makes *1,500,000 
net profit a year, and his fellow-million- 
aires could buy it, but there could’nt bo 
much produced. They could consume it 
all, and lots of Massachusetts people 
could keep a bumblebee apiece. Bum- 
blebees forever! 


THE SOUTHERN QUESTION. 

WHAT ONE MINISTER THINKS <»F THE 
BLOODY slIIRT POLITICIANS. 


The New York Mail and Express was 
roundly denounced from the pulpit of 
the twouty-thiid street Baptist church, 
New York, by Rev. Thomas Dixon, jr., 
Sunday.

It will be less dangerous than the hatred 
aud bigotry and malice and falsehood of 
such a sheet wrapped up iu a Scripture 
text. 

Men of the uorth, and men of the 
south, we are brethren. Lot us hear 
today tlie voices of the heroic dead. 
They all speak for peace aud for har- 
mony. The brave and true never fight ' 
after the battle is dosed. The time has 
come for us to take each other by the 
baud and crush those influences that 
seek to perpetuate strife for a base, 
ignoble purpose. God help us that we 
may have, iu deed ami truth, one 
glorious, united nation."

THOSE TERRIBLE VANDALS. 

who did such damage at our public 

LIBRARY. 

The Boston papers have contained 
terrible talcs this week of the damage 
done to out public library, by some un- 
known persons, who were thought to bo 
imitating Harvard Students and the 
alarmed Newton readers thought 
that their beloved library building had 
j been terribly injured, as it was said to 
have been painted red inside, valuable 
I books thrown on the floor and mutilnted, 
many dollars worth of postage stamps 
i destroyed, desks ruined by planes and 
j chisels, and they were hardly comforted 
j when told that two stalwart policemen 
had boon detailed to work up the ense. 
Two Boston papers even had editorials 
on the “vandals” and urged that their 
high social position should not bo 
allowed to screen them. 

These stories caused a groat number 
of iudignant citizens to visit the librnry, 
to sec the work of destruction, among 
others a Graphic reporter, who inter- 
viewed Miss Thurston, the librarian,. 
with the result of showing how great 
stories are made from little causes. 

Miss Thurston began to smile when 
the subject was broachod, and her 
laughter was echoed by that of her 
assistants as extracts from tho Boston 
papers were handed round. 

The gront amount of postago stamps 
destroyed by the vandals was in reality 
one two cent stamp. 

The valuable books mutilated and 
thrown on the floor were represented by 
one covered magazine, which was found 
on tho floor but not injured. 

The janitor’s desk that was so badly 
planed off turns out to have been a table, 
and as no plane belongs to the library it 
was not planed, or even perceptibly 
marred. 

The red aud black paint stories did have 
some foundation, as the janitor had in 
his room two small cans, one of black 
aud one of red paint. These had been 
examined by the “vandals” and there 
were perhaps half a dozen spots on tho 
floor, where paint had been spilled, but a 
little turpentine disposed of that. The 
“painting red” sensation was also 
spoiled. 

A hammer and chisel were iu the 
room, and the chisel had evidently been 
used in an attempt to pry opew the 
metric system case, by which a glass 
inside had been broken, although the 
case was not opened. 

This was the damage done, and Mon- 
day morning two windows were found 
open, and it is now conceded that the 
“terrible vandals” were probably 
children five or six years old, of whom 
thero are a great number in the rear of 
the Lancaster block. Finding a 
window open on Sunday, they entered 
aud investigated what they saw, doing 
some childish mischief, such as chiidren 
always do if left to themselves. The 
next morning two windows were found 
open, but no evidence that they bad 
been forced, and hereafter greater care 
will be used in fastening them. It is a 
pity to spoil so many dispatches aud 
editorials, and if ihese children were 
imitating the Harvard vandals, they 
probably did it ignorantly. 

Miss Thurston said that no Newton 
boys who ever visited the library 
would ever be guilty of such things as 
described in the sensational dispatches, 
for the hundreds of boys who come 
there are orderly and well-behaved, and 
give the librarian or assistants 
no trouble. Tho past year lias seen a 
very marked improvement iu this 
respect, and the boys are as well- 
behaved as the older people. So much 
has been said of the bad manuers of 
the younger boys of Newton that this 
tribute is worthy of special mention. 
Visitors at the library Lave often re- 
marked lately on the good order and 
gentlewauliness of the many boys who 
are found there.

Mementos of Charles Ward. 

The collecting of mementos of tho war, 
is one of the matters which is now en- 
gaging the attention of Chas. Ward Post 
02, G. A. R., and at its meeting last even- 
ing Comrade Kingsbury presented in be- 
half of tho family the Bible and .Sergeant 
Major’s warrant of Chas. Ward, for 
whom the Post is named, with the fol- 
lowing very appropriate remarks: 

Commander: The more remote tho 
days of our military service become the 
stronger tlie ties of comradeship and 
more highly is prized every memento of 
that service about which cluster the 
associations of common danger and priva- 
tion and tho joy of victory. It was not 
love of adventure, nor the promptiugs of 
hate, nor tlie power of ambition which 
changed tlie courso of so many lives in | 
the days of tlie war. There was in tlie 
awakening love of country a sentiment I 
deep and abiding, a purpose pure aud 
holy, which gave motive to action and 
tilled our annuls with heroic names. 
Men whom we know were of this num- 
ber uud the honored name of one of them 
is borne on tho charter aud banner of 
this post. 

Vo a have heard tlie story of his young 
life, his fidelity to every duty, his willing 
spirit aud noble aims. Aside from the 
teachings of father and mother who 
led their household rightly, lie was a 
student of the Bible. That book was his 
constant companion aud its precious 
words comforted him in the hour of 
greatest trial. In my hands the cony lie 
carried opened almost of itself ami as if 
accustomed so to do, to a chapter in 
which the Psalmist of old expressed his 
confidence iu God, aud again to a chapter 
in Ephesians in which tlie complete 
armor of a Christian is described. What 
wonder tlieu that from such inspiration 
his life was so noble and his death so 
triumphant. 

It is my privilege in the name of an 
older brother of his family, John Ward, 
to present to the Post, this Bible which 
lie carried during his army life, a gift 
from his mother, witli a message from 
her to him inscribed on tlie fly leaf. I 
am also empowered to present with the 
Bible the warrant of .Sergeant Major ! 
which lie held at tlie time of his decease. 
Comrades, let us forever preserve these 
mementos, the one his guide aud com- 
forter, the other showing the post ( f 
duty where lie fell.

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HOW A HOY HROVGHT HIS PAR- 
KNTS TO TFIOIS. 

“I’ve ft good notion to run away,” said 
Hurt Johnson hotly to ldmself. as he sat 
down on a fallen log at the side of a 
brook. “1 wottld,” said his Uncle Har- 
ry, who sat on the other end of the lop, 
hidden from his nephew's light by a 
clump of hushes.

when I had taken it, I threw nearly all i 
the game 1 had killed under a bush out 
of spite. 1 was quick, good shot, aud : 
out folks used to w ouder why 1 brought I 
so little game when the chapperel was 
alive with it. 

My father and mother and brother 
Fred were up before daylight, but I was 
never called until six o’clock which was j 
another hardship, as 1 could have gotten 
through my work much earlier if I had 
risen sooner, but 1 determined to suffer I 
this in sileuce, too. .'Sometimes my deli- 
cate little mother would with her own 
6lim hands carry the food to feed my 
rabbits, and this was another grief, foi 
it showed that they did not realize nor 
appreciate my age and strength as they 
should. They considered me a baby 
yet. 

The climax came at last. Our ranch 
being a new one. we had no artesian 
well, and the water iu the ravine dried 
up completely in the summer aud we 
lipd to drive our stock up the bqd of the 
ravine about a mile for water, twice a 
day, and bring that for the family use in 
a cask once a, day. 0£ .course I had to 
do all the driving while my father and 
brother had the fun ot tilling casks. 1 
was the slave to do that all summer 
long. 

The day of the climax, I had been 
down to Oakland and drove Dick with 
our brand new light express wagon, 
which had bright red wheels and a dark 
blue body. Wheu I came back it was 
just supper time aud I left Dick staudiug 
untied out iu front of the house, while 1 
went in to supper. Dick got tired of 
standing, or wanted a diink, and he 
started away up the bed of the ravine I 
with the wagon, and he went about half 
a mile when he stuck fast iu a narrow, 
‘part, and there ho staid. 

Father asked where Dick was, and I 
answered that lie was all light, but to 
make a long story short, it took me 
three long days to dig that wagon loose 
and haul it back myself, for I Fad to do 
it ns a punishment. The paint was all , 
scratched and the looks of it spoiled, I 
was too tired after this to run away, be- 
side my mother was so good to me that 1 
didn’t like to go. She would slip out of 
the house and up the ravine with some- 
thing nice to console me. 

But the very next morning she showed 
herself in her true colors. It doesu’t do 
for a boy to trust too much iu his moth- 
er, she is apt to fail him at a critical mo- 
ment.

I 
kicked brave, who came wagging his 
tall, and the cat who came nibbing 
against me, and said: “I want my break- 
fast.” 

•‘It is there ou the table, ’’said mother, 
quietly.

I’ve picked all the old 
hones and eat all the dry old crusts I'm 
going to. I want some hot cakes.” 

“Very well, bake them then, or get up 
in time to eat with the rest.”

I staid there one w eek. two. three, ami 
the fourth came, and still no sign nor 
word came from the ranch to show that 
I was lost. I have an idea now that my 
sistci had sent them word. My sister 
was young and not by any means as good 
a cook ns my mother, and she had no pa- 
tience. and found fault n good deal, and 
my brother-in-law made mo work a good 
deal harder than 1 did at home. 

This was just so much too much — 
ndded to the heavy dumplings that she 
wanted me to eat cold so ns not to throw 
them away — for me w ho wouldn’t eat my 
mother’s good bread and berries and 
nice sliceu bam. Suddenly 1 remem- 
bered that it was Christmas and 1 know 
what would be on the table up at the 
ranch, for early in the spring that big 
turkey wns set npart for that very day, 
and [‘thought of all tho other nice tilings, 
such as none but my mother could 
make. My brother-in-law did not be- 
lieve in foolishness as he called it, and 
there was only to bo a roast wild duck 
for dinner. 

I wandered out to take a walk and 
somehow I walked away, and before I 
knew it I was creeping along in the ra- 
vine near the stable and peeping through 
the bushes to see if the house was still 
there.

A. Buporfluity of Soles has caused the 
postmaster general and Representative 
Ray, of Pennsylvania, n great deal of 
trouble. There has been a heated con- 
test over the postofflee at McKeesport, 
Pa. , and n dozen or more candidates. 
The congressman to whom the matter 
was referred declined to make any rec- 
ommendation, but telegraphed to some 
of the leading citizens in whom ho had 
oonfidenco asking which of tho several 
candidates they preferred. Tho answer 
was short and decisive, and it read: “We 
want Soles.” 

Tho congressman had that inomingre- 
oeived an application for tho office from 
Edwin Soles, hacked by letters testifying 
to his good character and capacity, and 
eupposing him to bo tho Soles wanted, 
informed tho postmaster general, and tho 
nomination was sent in. 

Then there was a row. The whole of 
McKeesport almost, including the men 
who wanted Solos, coilimenced to bom- 
bard tho department Vrith protests. It 
was not Edwin Soles, but Elmer Soles, 
his uncle, that they wanted. His papers, 
which wero very strong and voluminous, 
hail been on file in the department for 
several months when his nephew Edwin, 
a bright and ambitious young man, 
thinking there was no chance of the 
undo getting tho appointment, thought 
he would go in for it, and sent down his 
application. 

When tho facts were discovered the 
nomination of Edwin was withdrawn 
and Elmer named in his place. — Cor. 
6au Francisco Chronicle. 


Hall in California Three Inches Deep. 

F. J. Baldwin, a farmer, who lives 
three miles east of Belotta, reports that 
a heavy hail storm visited that section 
Saturday afternoon, coming from the 
south and moving northeasterly into 
Calaveras county. The storm com- 
menced at about 0 o’clock and lasted one 
and a half hours, when three inches of 
hail was lying on the ground. The storm, 
which was apparently three or four miles 
wide, was attended by heavy thunder 
and lightning. There seemed to be a 
continual peculiar heavy rumbling in tho 
clouds that could easily be heard in tho 
intervals between roars of thunder. Old 
settlers say they never saw' anything like 
tho storm in this state. Cattle ran be- 
fore tho storm seeking shelter, hut be- 
came bewildered and ran wildly about 
until they were tired out, when they laid 
dow'ii and submitted to tho pelting. Tho 
storm extended into Amador county, and 
all along the course tho hail w*as as large 
as small marbles.— Stockton Indepen- 
dent.

Tho sale of the interesting original 
manuscripts of Charles Dickens and 
Wilkie Collins, with some autograph 
programmes of private theatricals in 
which both took part, will begin in Lon- 
don in June. Tho ontiro origin^ manu- 
scripts of "No Name," "Thu Moonstone” 
and "The Woman in White" of Collins 
and tho manuscripts of some of Dickens' 
poems are in this collection. 

Tho West End electric railway sta- 
tion in Boston is to have 1 8 engines of 
1,000 horse power each.

Tho power Is 
transmitted by two belts for each en- 
gine, each belt 5 feet wide. Btoam will 
be furnished by 24 water tube boilers, 
each rated at 600 horse power. 


Ttia Itnlcl Fata© Prophet of the Cheyennes. 

An Indian runner who came in from 
Tongue River says that couriers sent 
out by tho Cheyenne Indians to find tho 
now Messiah, or second Christ, saw him 
and tnlked with him. They located him 
in the mountains beyond Salt Lake, and 
from their description of him he is an 
old man, with a long white beard which 
hangs down over his breast. Some days 
ho wears white hair, and at other times 
has no hair on his head, from which it 
appenrs that ho is bald headed and wears 
a wig. 

He made one of the Clioyonno Indians 
who visited him n high priest, and in- 
structed him in tho rites and mysteries 
of tho now religion. Ho gave him the 
figures and ceremonies of a new Indian 
dance, which takes fonr nights and one 
Wholo day to perform. The Chej-ennes 
have just finished their first performance 
of this religious dnneo at the Rosebud 
agency, and it has occasioned groat en- 
thusiasm among them. Tho IndianRaro 
to perform this dance four timos in four 
moons (months), and then they will hear 
again from tho new Christ, who will in- 
struct them what further to do. They 
all believe in the new Messiah, and all 
work 1ms about ceased among tho Chey- 
ennes. 

Tho Indians aro all very mysterious 
about their new region and will tell 
tho white men nothing concerning it. 
They are sullen and dissatisfied, and the 
military authorities regard tho new 
movement with an apprehension of trou- 
ble. 

Maj. Carroll says thw new Christ is no 
doubt some old Mormon elder or bishop 
who is a spiritualist, and is proselyting 
Indians to Momionism. Ho locates him 
on Green river. It is said that Crow In- 
dians are sending out a delegation to 
meet the Christ, who is coming to meet 
the Crows. Tho cell in the guard houso 
at Fort Custer has been dusted out and 
prepared for the Messiah if ho can be 
caught. — Helena Cor. Portland Oregon- 


Cure «f Asparagus. 

A knife should never ho employed in 
gathering asparagus. Break off the 
stems as far below the ground* as they 
will snap readily. In this way no in- 
jury will be done to other buds and tho 
entire stem can be used for cooking. In 
climates where sharp frosts are likely to 
come during the asparagus season it is 
well to have a little coarse litter between 
tho rows to hastily draw over tho tender 
shoots when the temperature drops. The 
gathering of the product after the bed is 
in full hearing should bo complete. 

Never allow spindling shoots to grow, 
but keep tho plantation clean of sprouts 
until the season is over. It is a safe rule 
to close the asparagus season with tho 
advent of early peas. I have had shoots 
more than one inch in diameter, and by 
care this may he increased one-lmlf. In 
arranging for a long season of asparagus 
amateurs have taken advantage of tho 
fact that every inch of earth above tho 
crown of the plant defers the date of 
picking two days. By having a few 
plants with crowns near tho surface tho 
season may be advanced somewhat. The 
picking from these plants should be dis- 
continued correspondingly early. — Ex- 
change. 

A Slioirer of Ant*. 

A peculiar sight was witnessed on 
Main street, Ansonia, recently. It was 
what might be styled a shower of ants, 
and lasted nearly two hours. Tho air 
was completely filled with the insects. 
They seemed to come out of tho ground. 
At one time near tho postoffice they is- 
sued forth in a stream five inches wide. 
As soon as they reached the pavement 
they would take to their wings. They 
came out along the street for 100 yards, 
and after circling around in tho air 
started in a body down the street. They 
evidently had midair combats, as the 
street was full of dead and injured and 
the wings of other unfortunates. What 
caused this immigration from the build- 
ings is unaccounted for. — Derby (Conn.) 
Transcript. 

Cutting Mixed Gras*. 

Common red clover ripens before timo- 
thy, and where they grow together you 
must comprise the time or take an aver- 
age. The clover should be cut just as 
most of the heads are beginning to p:iss 
out of blossom, which will bo about the 
time that the seeds in the heads of timo- 
thy are mostly forming but not ripening. 
It is, however, better to be a little too 
early with tho timothy than too late with 
clover. As some days must elapse be- 
tween tho first and the last cutting, some 
judgment must bo exercised to reach a fair 
average of time.— Country Gentleman. 

Future of Br»*t Sugar. 

The beet sugar industry is looming up 
in our country. In our large territory 
and great diversity of soil and climate 
there are, no doubt, large areas just suit- 
od to their successful culture, and as 
these favored sections are brought out 
by experiment the production of our full 
supply of sugar at home, as in France 
and Germany, will hi* only a question of 
time. Tho number of acres of beets 
grown for sugar, the product and value 
will bo included in the returns of the 
now census.— Indiana Fanner.

Chap. 196, Act# of 1189. 

The Assessor* r.r Assistant A»*©*sot§ shall. In 
the month of May or June in each year, visit each 
dwelling-house or building and make true list* of 
| all women twenty year« of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signatures, re- 
quest the Assessors to assess them for a "poll 
tax.’’ and it shall be the doty of the Assessors to 
1 inquire at each such dwelling-house or bnildinf 
for such wrlttrii requests for assessment, which 
must give tie name in full— age, occupation and 
' residence May 1st, H-9 All women desiring to 
be assessed for a poll tax sbonld have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in the form re- 
quired hy the act of 15*9, ready for delivery to 
the Assessors when they shall visit the houso 
where they dwell. Each request should be upon 
a separate ,heet *igned by the applicant with her 
name in full. \o application for the assessment 
of a woman for a poll tax will be received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner provided 
by said Chapter 196, except by filing In the nffico 
of the Assessors the list provided by Section 12, 
of Chapter 298, of Acts or Jfr£4, as amended by 
Chapter 200 of Acts of 1*&-. 

Persons bolding estates in trust, whether for 
minor* or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furni«h the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estate- 

When estates of persons deceased have l>een 
divided duiing the past year, or have changed 
hands f:om other causes, the Executors, Adniin- 
istrators, Tiustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will be 
held to pay the tax assessed, altbongb sneb es- 
tate has been wholly distributed and paid uver. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes.

Joseph Lee of Wood- 
land Park Hotel, was granted permit to 
locate team at corner of Waltham and 
Washington streets, to sell ice cream. 
The application to reopen the rendering 
establishment at Xonantum was ordered 
advertised for two weeks. James 
Murphy asked for permit to build stable 
12 by 10 on Washington stree f , Ward 4. 
An order was passed authorizing the 
•city treasurer to issue a note for 81t>,000, 
to run till ISM, at 4 per cent, the said 
sum to be used in building the ward for 
contagious diseases and the morgue, at 
the Cottage Hospital. The board then 
took a short recess, to allow the meet- 
ing of the committee on Memorial Hall. 

THE STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 
There was a laige attendance at the 
street railway hearing, including Ex- 
Mayor Hyde and many others from 
Newton Centre and Newton High- 
lands, and a large number from Newton- 
ville. Alderman Ilarbach read a numer- 
ously sigued remonstrance against the 
use of Lake avenue or Beacon street 
west of Centre by a street railway. 
.Alderman Fenno read a remonstrance 
from Otis E. Hunt and many others 
against allowing any poles or overhead 
wires on Walnut street. Alderman 
Pettee read another remonstrauce against 
the use of Lake avenue. 

The first hearing ou the spur track 
extension on Washington street, Newton, 
in front of the Graphic office, was 
alosed promptly, no objections being 
made. 

The Central Street Railway’s petition 
to run their road on Walnut street was 
then advocated by Mr. Geo. W. Morse. 
He said that the Central company was 
formed to promote the interests of the 
Newton street railway company, the 
-corporators were the same, and it* was 
to effect what the Newton company 
could not, secure the right to cross the 
H. & A. tracks at Newtonville. In the 
Newton’s charter a clause was put in. 
that the permission of the railway com- 
missioners must be secured to cross the 
tracks. The new company would need 
only the consent of the board of aider- 
men, which by a general law could grant 
the permission. Just here he would 
like to call attention to a fact that might 
'render the hearing unnecessary, as the 
Newton Company already ha-1 the loca- 
tion on Walnut street. The chattel was 
obtained in lSStl, and secured a fianchise 
in September 1S87, for a location on 
Walnut aiul Washington streets, with a 
proviso that it work was not begun in 
eighteen m-*nths, the franchise would be 
void. The railway commissioners re- 
fused t > grant permission to cross the B 
>Y A. treks, ami so nothing was done. 
In the acts ami resolves of 1 SSI*, chapter 
42, the legislature gave the Newt-. n Com- 
pany the right to purchase the Waltham 
and West Now ton road, and also contin- 
ued for two ye us all tiie franchises and 
privileges that the company had ever 
posM-s-ed. One of ihese franchises was 
’be location on Walnut street. Accord- 
ing to the public statutes, no board of 
ildertiiMi could revoke a location granted 
•nil street railw ty until a year .it tor 'the 
road was built and operated. The board 
bad thus uo right to give away a location 
on Walnut streot, unless the Newton 
uompuuy would waive its rights in favor 
of a new company, and the Central 
jompany o-utld secure this ot the New- 
ton cun patty. He had asked the counsel 
for the Carden City company it his toad 
would agree to begin work in 30 days amt 
Have their road running in three months, 
'ml they would not agree to this, but the 
- etitral company would make this agree 
nieut. 

lion. Li tilth M. Child appeared for 
"he Garden < ity Street Railway company, 
tnd had several spicy tilts with Mr. 
Morse, which the spectatois enjoyed 
greatly, tho hits made by both sides be- 
ng pointed ami amusing. Mr. Child 
said that Mr. Morse only threw out the 
jbiiins to the location as a feeler, but 
bis company were willing to take t lie lo- 
ation, and light it out in. the supreme 
ourt, when the question could he 
oarriid. What did the Central company 
•Want it they already had the location. 

Mr. Morse said they hid the location 
mn Walnut, but they wanted a location 
11 Homer street, and over the B. A- A. 
cracks, and they also wanted to put the 
.racks on the side of the street where 
’here were no houses, 

Air. Child doubted whether the legis- 
lature could stop in and lake away any- 
powers belonging to the board of aider- 

May-tr Burr suggested, that the legal 
question involved be postponed, and t lie 
.'rearing go on as to the other points. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich, who appeared for 
.be Central e. inpany, said the question 
oau vital one, ami the board should he 
'.Uoroughly informed upon it. lie quot- 
3 1 front the public stutules and acts of 
the legishilut e,| and lie contended that 
/ he Newton company had a valid loca- 
tiou on Walnut street. 


After an hour or more of tilling be- 
tween the opposing council, they came 
down to business, and Mr. Morse ex- 
plained the purpose of his company, the 
advantages of having only one railroad 
system in Newton, and asserted that the 
overhead system was tho only practical 
system, its importance for High School 
pupils, for those who wish to visit the 
cemetery, and for all who wish to go 
from one side of tho city to the other, 
and explained the advantage of having 
the road on the side of the street, and 
said tie intended to put it on the side in 
front of the lot where he was to build 
Ids new house. He had a dozen experts 
to call on ip regard to the overhead 
system, and submitted an order requiring 
tiie load to he finished in three months. 

Mr. Child said the dozen experts were 
all in the pay of the Thomson Houston 
company, and he did not think tho board 
cared for that kind of testimony. His 
company were willing to agree to build 
in a reasonable time and would let the 
board say what that time was. 1 1 is com- 
pany in view of the remonstrance would 
give tip L ike avenue. He read the names 
of the Niwton men in his company, and 
said the only question wnR as to tho 
system. The hoard had seen both, as 
they had visited the Beverley & Danvers 
road. They say cars can’t be run by our 
system, but we point to t lie fact that cars 
have been running for $ months, without 
a break, always ou schedule time, and 
that was a better record than the over- 
head system could show. Any fnir man 
could examino the two systems and see 
which was tho best. Tho storage battery 
cars could run 8 miles an hour, and the 
cars weighed 2.000 pounds less than the 
cars of the other system. 

Mr. John H. Aliev testified at some 
length in regard to the storage battery 
system, much of his testimony being 
similar to that given by him at a previous 
hearing. It was cheaper, the average 
cost being 0 cents a miles, more reliable, 
ami far less dangerous, as it did uot semi 
a heavy current of electricity all over tho 
city. It did uot disfigure the streets with 
poles and wires. 

Quite a dispute arose between Mr. 
Alley and Mr. Morse as to storage battery 
cars in New York, the former claiming 
that they had stopped running and the 
latter stating that he had ridden ou theta 
the day before. 

Mr. A. R. Mitchell testified as to the 
superior merits of the storage battery 
system, the only one he should be will- 
ing to have run past his house. 

Mr. Keene and Mr. Gumming were 
called on by Mr. Morse, and said they 
wore in favor of having a railroad built, 
and wanted one that would run regular- 
ly and accommodate the people. 

Mr. 8. L. Powers appeared for Mr. 
Kellar of the New England Telegraph 
and Telephone Co., to object to any fur- 
ther extension of the overhead system in 
Newton, as it would materially interfere 
with the telephone service, and said they 
desired to be heard, but at the sugges- 
tion of Alderman Johnson, lie promised 
to file his objections in writing by next 
Monday evening, Mr. Goodrich to file at 
the same time the reply of the street 
railway company. 

The hearing was then at 11 o’clock ad- 
journed to next Monday evening. 

An order appropriating 8300 for cleri- 
cal help in the city treasurer’s office was 
passed. 

An order was passed dividing Ward 
Four into two votiug precincts, the 
dividing line being the circuit railway 
to the main liue. 

Bernard F. Burke was appointed and 
confirmed a permanent patrolman on the 
police force. 

Edward P. Kebbe was appointed* a 
permanent member of Hose 2. 

A communication fromMr.J.R. Leeson, 
accepting the position of trustee of the 
Newton Free Library was received. 

An order was passed t hat the electric 
light pole in Newtonville square be re- 
moved to corner of Washington and Wal- 
nut streets, and the trolley pole be re- 
moval to the square just north of tho 
flag staff. 

8127.0*: taxes 011 tho play ground at 
Newton Centre, paid by the association, 
was ordered refunded. 

•800,000 was appropriated for exoeu.ses 
for July. 

The city treasurer was authorized to 
sell 8100,000 of water bonds, payable 
April 1802, at 4 per cent, the proceeds 
t'» be applied for water works construe- ! 
tion. 

.Street crossings were ordered on : 
Waverly avenue, Bowdoiu and Chestnut 
streets. 

8ix hundred dollars was appropriated 
for trimming shade trees. Proposals for a 
new school building at Waban were 
ordered to he advertised for, and also 
plans and proposals for new almshouse 
building on Winchester street. 

An older was passed requesting the 
Newton .Street Railway to re-locate their 
tracks on River street, between Auburn- 
dale avenue and Lexington street, from 1 
the side to the middle ->t street. The 
application fur extension to spur track 
was granted. 

Ordinances were passed to be enrolled 
prohibiting the hitching of horses to 
shade trees, lamp posts and also pro- 
hibiting the discharge of fire arms or 
playing of musical iustiuments on 
public streets or squares. ><50 was ap- 
propriated for the new ballot boxes. 
The hoard adj mined at 12.30.

A Tax on Rnw Material a Tax on 
Labor. 

(Editor of the Philadelphia Record.) 

“Xono so blind as those who will not 
see.” That a tariff on raw material not 
only tends to but is bound to lower 
wane* I cun prove it in a very few words. 
You live on the other side of the line, 
where they don’t tax wool. You use 
5,000 pounds per day in your factory. I 
live on this side of tlio lino, where they 
do tax wood (say 10 cents per pound), 
and I use the same number of pounds 
you do. You have just exactly $500 per 
day t ho advantage of me. The only way 
1 can compete with you is to lower my 
wages just that much, or make my em- 
ployees do that much more work. A 
man, liotse, or mule who can’t see that 
should be hit 011 the head with a 
hammer, and it is almost as plain that a 
tariff is a tax collected off the many for 
the benefit of the few. 1 claim to bo the 
originator of that expression, and first 
used it in a short letter to your paper 
during the Cleveland campaign of 1884. 
But, according to my own argument, I 
should have been hit on the head with a 
hammer, for 1 used to be a strong tariff 
man, but I only had heard one side.

The New Tariff Departure. 

The Keokuk, Iowa, Gate City, a Re- 
publican journal “to the manner born,” 
is setting forth, in a very direct manner, 
the true doctiiue of protection to native 
industries which Mr. McKinley and his 
committee are attempting to supplant by 
a dogma entirely opposed to the position 
of the Republican party and of the great 
champions of the protective principle in 
our country. Referring to Henry Clay’s 
strong position that our manufacturing 
iuterests must be protected, not for the 
. sake of particular individuals engaged 
! iu manufacturing, but in behalf of the 
; general and national interest, the Gate 
' City rightly affirms that tins is the true 
i idea of American protection, and con- 
tinues: 

! It is that to which the Republican 
I party committed itself by the war tariff 
of 1802. Tire objective point of it was 
that the American people should put up 
with the tariff until it secured for them 
the cheapness of the foreign commodity. 
Now that end lias been reached. The 
! American system adopted and maintained 
| by tire Republican party has justified 
' itself. It has brought cheapness and 
plenty to American consumers. And 
1 now Mr. McKinley steps iu with a new 
! doctrine, aimed to prevent the promise 
and fulfillment of protection. He is 
: trying to make it the law that protection 
1 must not be allowed to give cheapness 
j and plenty and as low* prices as the 
I foreign commodity to American cou- 
‘ sinners. That is" not the American 
system, it is not Republicanism, it is not 
protection. It is simply attempt to 
I defeat, in the interest of rich manu- 
facturers, the benefits to the American 
people of protection and of 30 years of 
j Republican maintenance of it. When 
Iowa Republicans come to understand 
! the case fully they will utterly reject the 
doctrine of Mr. McKinley as neither 
sound Republicanism nor wise states- 
manship, nor in the interests of the 
American people. 

The Wool Consumers’ Petition. 

The Wool Consumers’ Association ask 
for the abolition of duties on wool and 
all raw materials. They know, of 
course, what this means. It means the 
eventual abolition of protective duties 
on woollen goods also, nnd for this they 
are prepared. They do not say that they 
; are ready to enter into competition with 
the manufacturers of all nations, but 
; this is what they have iu mind. They 
have counted the cost, and have arrived 
j at the conclusion there is more solid 
prosperity for them iu a tariff for revenue 
only than in any tariff for protection 
that they can ever expect to see enacted 
j and maintained iu this country. The 
formation of the Wool-Consumers’ As- 
sociation splits the Wool -Manufacturers’ 
Association, of which Mr. William Whit- 
man is President, into two parts, nnd 
weakens the latter by so much. 

English Opinion. 

Mr. Charles Vincent, member for 
Central Sheffield, called the attention of 
the House of Commons the other day to 
the fact that tiie House of Representa- 
tives at Washington had passed a bill 
providing for prohibitory duties on 
cutlery, tin plates, iron hoops, aud other 
articles of British export. He asked 
whether the English Government, hav- 
ing regard for the disastrous effect 
which tb»* Senate’s approval must have 
upon Sheffield, t lie Midlands. South 
Wales, and Belfast, would adhere to 
their view t bat the free import system of 
tiie United Kingdom preclu led an in- 
struction to the British Minister at 
Washington to represent to tiie United 
States Government the injury that Mich 
legislation would do to tiie industry of a 
friendly Power which in 1880 gnve a free 
market to £05,000, 000 worth of com- 
peting American goods. Sir James 
Fergussou, Under Foreign Secretary, 
said tiie Government hud not received a 
copy of tiie bill aud had not been in- 
formed of any important alterations 
therein. 


or about the same quantity as t lie barley 
we buy from her. The eyes of a good 
many people would be opened by this 
process of getting rich by tnxatiou and 
mutual scarcity. 

Should They Retaliate. 

Senator Iliacock, iu a recent speech, 
held that importation was not necessary 
to exportation, because if we could sell 
our products to foreign countries in com- 
petition with their own similar products, 
they would be obliged to pay us iu gold. 
A vista is thus presented to us of fleets 
of steamers sailing to Europe with our 
products to bo sold in competition with 
tlioHe of Russia, India, Australia, and 
South America, and bringing back noth- 
ing but small iron safes containing a few 
gold bars or bags of coin. Of course, 
under such circumstances, the goods we 
export would have to pay double freight, 
since the stenmers would come back 
empty. This would settle tiie question 
of competition with Russia, India, etc., 
at once, and against us. Then the ques- 
tion would come up, what should we do 
with the gold? Wo should soon get a 
sufficiency of that inctal if we have not a 
sufficiency now. But suppose that the 
cunning foreigners should take it into 
their heads to pass McKinley bills of 
their own, as France and Mexico are do- 
ing or threatening to do. 

Protection nnd (lie Farmers. 

[Sioux City (Iowa) Tribune.] 

The speech of Representative Hayes, 
the only member of the House from Iowa 
who represents the wishes aud opinions 
of a majority of the people of this .State, 
iu the debate on the McKinley bill, made 
an eloquent plea for tin* farmers, upon 
whom this measure is designed to cast 
great additional burdens. He said tiiat 
it emild bo shown in many ways and by 
many facts ami figures that protection 
is detrimental to the farming class, and 
that this bill only increases their burdens 
without auy honest pretense of relief, and 
that it may belaid down ns fundamental: 

1. That so called piotection to the 
manufacturing interests in no wise in- 
creases the prices of farm products. 

2. That it increases the pri :es of 
everything that tiie farmer has to buy, 
including everything that he uses that lie 
does not produce. 

3. That pretended protection to him 
by the imposition of a tariff upon farm 
products is a snare and a delusion, aud, 
where it has any effect, is against his iu- 
terests.

The students of Lasell Seminary at- 
tended services in tlio Congregational 
church, Autmrndale, Sunday morning, 
where tho baccaliureato sermon was de- i 
live red bv Rev. Dr. Prank M. Bristol of 
Chicago. Tiie auditorium was complete- 
ly filled, the members of the graduating 
class occupying seats in front of the pul- 
pit. The pulpit platform was decorated 
with potted plants and ferns and the 
communion table banked with choice 
flowers. In the alcove, back ot the pul- 
pit, the class motto was displ lyed— “Fer 
amphora nd altiora.” The exercises 
opened with an organ voluntary, fol- 
lowed by invocation and scripturo read- 
ings, prayer by Bishop Foster and sing- 
ing by the choir, preceding the sermon. 
Dr. Bristol took bis text from I. Covin 
tliiaus, xv., 10: “By the (Trace of God I 
am what I am.” The gospel, said the 
speaker, emphasizes individuality. The 
Saviour himself, though meek and lowly 
of heart, put to the disciples the ques- 
tion: “Whom say the people that 1 
ana?’’ and “Whom say ye that 1 am?’’ 
The divine teacher would impress bis 
personality upon human thought, an l 
stand out against the clear sky of bis 
disciples’ faith as a majestic mountain 
peak of moral individuality. When Mos- 
es said unto God: “Behold when I come 
unto the children of Israel and say unto 
them the God of your fathers hath sent 
me unto you; ami they say to me what 
is his name, what shall 1 say unto 
them?’’ And God s\id unto Moses: “I 
am’’ — “say untfl the children of Israel, 1 
Am hath sent me unto you.” 

Here, continued the speaker, is the 
clearest possible revelation of the per- 
sonality of God. That personality, that 
divine intelligent individuality is summed 
up and set forth in these two greatest 
monosyllables, “I am.” Here was a doc- 
trine above the philosophies which con- 
founded God with the universe which he 
had created, above the polytheism which 
peopled the world with a multitude of 
fallible, limited aud unpersonal divini- 
ties; far above fetichism and idolatry. 
Here was revealed, the divine, the infi- 
nite intelligence, “1 am,” the personal, 
ever existiug God, distinct and separate 
from creation; independent of the uni- 
verse itself. There cams with this reve- 
lation of the divine personality a clearer 
apprehension of human individuality. 
As w<? tollow the uufolding of God’s 
plans, we fiud that more emphasis is 
placed on man, the individual, and less 
on man in the aggregate, until now in 
the fulness of light and revelation, salva- 
tion is made a personal matter; worship, 
religion, righteousness are matters of the 
individual conscience. Life is a person- 
al matter, death a pers uial matter, judg- 
ment a personal matter, destiny a per- 
sonal matter. 

It is infinitely more important to put 
heaven into the soul than the soul into 
heaven, aud even divine power cannot 
put a soul into heaveu uutil he has first 
put heaveu iuto the soul. “What shall it 
advantage a man if he gain tiie whole 
world and lose himself?” That is all 
there is of the man — himself. The soul’s 
loss or salvation is not a question as to 
where it is, but what it is. Heaven in 
the higher, more spiritual sense will in- 
dicate not where a spirit will be, but 
wbat it will have chosen to be. Hell 
will indicate in its most real and hope- 
less sense not where the spirit will be 
forever, but wbat it will have doomed it- 
se.f forever to be. It is evident that 
Paul held this philosophy, nay, that he 
was divinely inspired with it. 

What I am, that’s the important fact, 
whether it be covered with homespun or 
with silk, with a callous or with a velvet 
skin, with the sweat of toil or the col- 
ouge of the toilet. What I am— in that 
lies the possibility or impossibility of 
appreciating and finding delight and 
happiness in my surroundings. Pro- 
gressive happiness is conditioned upon 
progressive attainment, upon tiie pro- 
gressive cultivation of the selfhood. 
And he obtains the fullest benefit from 
contact with the pure or lovely or true 
of tiie u inverse who has developed the 
broadest, truest, holiest ideal of chaiae- 
ter. 

The beauty of his environment lias 
no effect upon tiie savage, but by educa- 
tion be mnv be led up to an intelligent 
appreciation of the beautiful about him. 
Wordsworth looked upon the flowers 
and they became p >ems; nay, a part of 
himself* Byron sang of the sea, because 
a responsive chord within him was 
awakened. Something in the individu- 
ality of Coleridge caused him to com- 
mune w ita Mt. Blanc. The enjoyment 
depends upon the education. Tiie loss 
of culture is the loss of that w hich is 
highest in literature and the arts. Un- 
educated people wander through the 
Louvre, i*ut they see no beauty in a work 
by Rembrandt or Corot and pass them 
by, not because theie is no art in tiie 
pictuic, bin because of a lack of art in 
themselves. Should they chance upon 
some daub, they would likely enough 
pause a hit in admiration; this because 
they are d mbs themselves. An increase 
of happiness comes not from environ- 
ment, hut by t lie improved man; by the 
development and cultivation of the inner 
self. Man’s spiritual development goes 
with his ability to grasp the truth of 
God's w ord, the growth of the moral 
sell, so may man he trained up to take 
delight in God. That which we call 
blessedness is the progressive and per- 
petual growth toward the divine life. 
The rapid progress ot this ago is due to 
the growth of individuality, and the 
most unselfish person of the age is the 
most educated. Christianity lias moral- 
ly and personally emancipated woman, 
and our time is being adorned with cul- 
tivated and intellectual women. But 
even in the past, woman’s moral worth 
and guuiiM ha* asierted itself by illumin- 
ing literature and art, her cultivation be- 
ing at taiued with the world's universi- 
ties closed against her. Many a great 
man owes his greatness to the character 
of his mother, aud many a man owes his 
success in life to the influence yf his 
wife. Women should he recognized, not 
only as the partner of man's fame, but 
she should also be a sharer of his suc- 
cess. 

In conclusion, Dr. Bristol said, ad- 
dressing the graduating class: “Young 
ladies, asset t yourselves iu society, your 
most highly cultivated self, your most 
righteous self, iu whatever field of activ- 
ity you may fiud your mission. What 
you are is your power. What you are is 
your influence. What you are is your 
happiness. What you are is your dcsti- 
uy. And whether it be to make a home 
or adorn u literature, or lead a reform, or 


teach the c uning sc Ito.ds, or evangelize 
a heathen race, your power will be as 
the ratio of (tod’s grace shall enable you 
to be in the virtu*', intelligence, serious- 
ness. faith and eonseeratl m of your 
personal sail tilled womanhood. All 
p »od wishes are with you. The smile 
of heaven is on vour white brows. The 
future is yours in whidi to become to 
yourself, to the world and to G id an 
everlasting satisfaction and delight. 
•By the grace of God 1 am what 1 am.’ 
To him then, both now and forever, be 
the glory »f all that yon are and all that 
you hope to be.’’ 


C LASS DAY AT LASELL. 

ADDRESS UY TIIK KEY. DH. A. .1. GORDON 
— PLANTING THE CLASS TREK— THE POEM. 

The gymnasium at Lasell was decora- 
ted in a very pretty manner Monday eve- 
ning, in its use as a hall for Class Day 
exercises. At 7.4o o’clock the class of 
’00 entered to the sound of music, the 
four graduates being clad in caps and 
gowns. The president of the class, Miss 
Mai L. Sutton, gave a bright opening ad- 
dress an. 1 introduced the speaker of the 
evening, the Rev. Dr. A. J. Gordon of 
Boston. Dr. Gordon. in hie. brief speech, 
dwelt upon the advance during the last 
half century in ideas concerning woman’s 
sphere. But, while lie in no wise dis- 
p i raged her power in the new fields, he 
showed that wherever she goes, it must 
be in her ancient role of the world’s con- 
science that her greatest influence will 
be. 

After Dr. Gordon's address, the class 
sang the class song, composed for this 
occasion by Miss Etiia E. Peaiee.

Foulis went to 
his boarding house about 8.20 p.m., and the 
police followed him to hi* room and made 
th** arrest Then they searched him. find- 
ing some of the stolen property on hi' tier- 
son. after which he was taken to a ctdl in 
Station 3. Returning t<> the house, the 
Newton police found all the goods stolen 
from the Riverside school packed in three 
valises, together with other stolen proper- 
ty, and appropriating the whole they 
brought the goods and the man hack to 
Newton that same evening, and restored 
the goods to the owners. 

The next morning Foulis was bound 
over for trial in the October term of the 
supreme court at Lowell, and put under 
$2500 bail. As he could not secure that he 
was taken to jail, aud on the way informed 
the police where they could find other 
things he had stolen, and to whom the 
property was restored. 

This was excellent work and will have a 
good effect. As to the other burglaries in 
Newton the police have discovered over 
$18(iO worth of stolen property and made 
tin* following arre't' since March 1st 

John alias Joseph Scott, burglary at 
Daniels’ stable, sentenced to 18 months. 

Albert I^eadbetter, breaking and entering 
his boarding house, 2 months. 

Geo. Brown, burglaries at Lower Falls 
and Auburndale, 2 years state prison.

1 Donahue. Win. H. Perry, boys for repeat- 
ed burglaries sent to Mas'. Reformatory. 

In regard to the burglaries at Chestnut 
Hill, it might he mentioned that the case* 
were put in the hands of the Pinkerton po- 
lice, as w ell as in those of the Newton po- 
lice. aud the Pinkerton men failed to nnd 
the guilty parties or to secure any mure 
; clues than were found by the Newton po- 
lice; where Piukertou men. the most skilled 
detectives in tlie country fall, it is no$ 
.'trange that New ton policemen ^ 

The Newton police, however, discovered 
and returned to Dr. \Ve>t some of his stol- 
en property. 

This covers mu>t of the important burg- 
laries in Newton since Jan. 1st. except the 
cases on Park 'treet, Newton, on which 
the police have spent a good deal of time, 

, and may yet succeed in liudiug the guilty 
parties. 

It Is easy for an out'ider, who hefi/V of 
the burglary and not of the arrest, ani* 
knows nothing of what the police are do- 
ing, to imagine that the police are doing 
nothing, because they do not advertise 
l their labors. The very unjust article In a 
scurrilous evening paper of Boston, la.'t 
Saturday, was evidently written by 'Otne 
one who did not wish to know anything o£ 
the facts, and by means of di'tortiiig some 
facts aud inventing other', the writer gave 
the Newton police a very biuck reputation 
wherever that paper circulates. For in- 
stance, the writer averted that there had 
been ninety burglaries in New ton w ithin a 
>ear. w hen lie would have to rake pretty 
fine to linn more than a third of that num- 
ber. But the paper in question does not 
care for facts, as its sole object i' to make 
a sensation and m*U paper', of course 
such unjust attacks do great injury to 
Newton, anti the article in question would 
make timid people uf raid to come here to 
live, but that apparently does not trouble 
the writer. 

Memorial Huildiug. 

The committee made up of members of 
Charles Ward post *52, city council and citi- 
zens, having under consideration the pro- 
ject of erecting a memorial building in 
Newton, held a meeting in the City Hall, 
West Newton, last evening, ami adopted 
plans for the proposed structure, pre»euted 
by a special committee, of which Mr. E. B. 
Haskell is chairman. The plans were 
drawn by Hartwell Richardson, archi- 
tects. Sind provide f< r a very handsome 
two-story building to be constructed of 
water-faced brick with freestone trimmings. 
The completed structure will cost about 
$50,0t s). The first floor plan includes a 
mom for tlie Grand Army. 24x33: library 
and museum, 24x;v» ; drill null, li.’xtso; two 
gun rooms, 24x11 : large memorial vestibule 
and apartments for tin* janitor ami for 
toilet purposes. The second ilo.*r is di- 
vided up into an auditorium with galleries, 
having a seating capacity sufficient to ac- 
commodate soo person*. The stage dimen- 
sions aretiOxlt*. aud In the rear ui tin* 'tage, 
space is rc'crved for large ante and drt*"- 
ing rooms. The drill hull extends up to 
the roof, taking the remaining '|>ace on the 
second floor. The building will accommo- 
date the members «*t ('buries Ward post 
ami tin- Newton High school battalion. 
The hall will be rented agreeatdj to tlie 
custom observed in other buildings. The 
action of the general committee concerning 
the proposed memorial building will be re- 
ported at the uext meeting of tin* city coun- 
cil, aud that body will appropriate such a 
sum as is deemed advisable toward the 
building fund, tlie bulauce to Ik* raised by 
subscription. The location has not vet 
been determined, although au Aulumidale 
gentleman has offered to give a lot of land, 
provided that \illage is selected. There is 
great rivalry concerning the locatlou, e tch 
ward wanting it. if built ut all. Newt«*u 
would seem to Ik* the proper place, a.' two 
of the largest wants iu the city centre 
there.

Monday evening. In the board of nlder- 
men all the members wore present and 
Mayor Burr was in the chair. 

,J. M. Norton was granted a license to 
build a stable. 

The highway committee reported in 
favor of building a concrete sidewalk on 
Dowdoin and Forest streets, in front of 
the estate of Mr. E, H. Tarbell, also on 
Trcmont street past the estates of Mr. 
II. K. Hibbard and Mr. J. B. Moors, and 
to build a street crossing across Franklin 
street, at head of Kldridge, and an order 
was passed to that efTect. 

The special committee on bath houses 
reported in favor of public bath houses 
on Crystal Lake, Bullougb’s pond and 
Boyd’s pond, and to appropriate $1,000 
therefor. 

J. A. Andrews & Co. gave notive of in- 
tention to build four houses on Auburn- 
dale avenue. 20 by 40 feet, by Soden and 
Carter, and tho latter also petitioned to 
liav.o the sidewalks graded. 

Two hundred dollars was appropriated 
for laying 220 feet of 0 inch water pipe 
on Lothrop street. 

A permit was given for the display of 
fireworks on Nonantum square, the even- 
ing of July 4th, nnd to enclose a portion 
of Washington street therefor. 

The City Treasurer was authorized to 
borrow $100,000, the same to be repaid 
from this year’s assessment and collection 
of taxes. 

The mayor was authorized to execute 
a deed for tho city lot on Jewett street, 
at 5 cents per square foot. 

W. O. Hunt nnd others asked for street 
lamp on Edinboro street. 

The mayor called attention to his rul- 
ing on the $75 order for the repayment 
of the subscriptions for the temporary 
bridge at Lower Falls, and said that he 
had been mistaken and the order was 
therefore before the board. 

Alderman Johnson said there was a 
misunderstanding about the money, ns 
the citizens of Lower Falls thought the 
money was to be refunded when they 
gave it. It was a small matter, and it 
was a question if it was not the duty of 
the city to build the temporary bridge. 
Wellesley paid her share and they need- 
ed the bridge less than Newton did. The 
order was then passed. 

BATH HOUSES. 

Alderman Harbach presented an order 
authorizing the building of three bath 
bouses, one each on Crystal Lake. Bul- 
lough’s pond and Boyd's pond, and 
that $1000 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose. 

Alderman Fettee thought the use of 
tho bath houses would be simply for 
recreation and amusement, and lie did 
not see why the city should supply a 
building just for fun. If it was cleanli- 
ness lie would not object, but in a sparse- 
ly settled city like Newton he did not 
think the city was called on to supply 
bath houses. If there was a fee to be 
charged it might be more reasonable to 
go to such an expense. 

Alderman Harbach said it was quite as 
important to have bath houses as to have 
play grounds, bathing was a healthful 
recreation, and unless bath houses were 
provided bathing must cease in the city 
limits. 

Alderman Fettee said that lie was much 
obliged to the alderman for putting bath- 
houses in the same category as play- 
grounds, but still he doubted the pro- 
priety of the city’s providing places at 
its own expense simply for recreation. 
These bath houses also seemed to be 
simply for boys, but if it was important 
to provide them for boys why not for 
girls. If tho boys were to be taught to 
to swim the girls should be. 

Alderman Johnson asked if the $1000 
provided for the maintenance as well as 
the tirst cost of the buildings. 

Alderman iiarbicb said that it did, the 
cost of maiiHcmruce would be about $(50 
a month, but lie had no doubt that the ; 
citizens would rather take caie of the | 
Louses, or provide a man to do so, than 
not have them. 

The vote was than taken, and Messrs. 
Harbach, Collin. Fen no and Bond voted 
yes, Messrs. Fettee and Johnson, no, and 
the order faihd to receive a two-thirds 
vote and was lost. 

Alderman Feuiio changed his vote and 
amended the order, to appropriate $ii<)U 
for one bath house on Buliough’s pond, 
a central 1 ication, and in that form i r was 
passed, Alderman Puttee alone voting 
against it.

The" re- 
port then proceeds: “It will bo noticed J 
that in 1SOO. after fourteen years of , 
revenue tariff, the total production of : 
domestic wool was (50,204,013 pounds, or 
1.7 pound per capita, while in 1884, after 
twenty-four years of protection, the total 
production had increased to 308,000,000 
pounds, or 5-4 pound per capital. This 
increase justifies the policy of affording 
this important agricultural product 
adequate protection.” 

Are the figures as given correct, and if 
so will you kindly explain them?

[There was only a nominal duty on 
wool until the year 18(57. Therefore the 
place to begin reckoning is ISOS, the year 
after the wool tariff went into operation. 
In 1808 the total clip of the United States 
was 177,000,000— that is, it had increased 
under the low duty from 00,2(54,913 iu 
1800 to 177,000 000, or about 2(H) per ceut. 
in eight years. From 1808 to 1873 it 
declined in the ratio shown below:

In seven years after the passage of the 
tariff of 1807 we had barely recovered 
the ground we had reached under tlie 
low nominal duties of tlie antecedent 
period. About this time the Western 
jilnins became available for sheep- 
grazing, and there was an increase of the 
clip, which reached its maximum io 1884 
of 398, 000.0(H), an increase of 7<> per cent, 
in seventeen years. Since 1SS4 there has 
been a decline, the clip of 1888 amount- 
ing to only 200,000,900 pounds.— E d.

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DEATH OF WILLARD SEARS 

FTKII A *.0X0 AND ItONORAUI.lt BUSI- 
NESS CAKGRRr 


Mr. Willnrd Soars died at his residence 
on Baldwin street Wednesday, after an 
illness of some two years. He had 
boarded at Mrs. Knowles for some years, 
but recently moved to Baldwin street, 
where he occupied the lions i on the cor- 
ner of Elmwood street. His wife sur- 
vives him, his children having died in 
infancy. 

The deceased was born in Brewster, 
Mass., and was 85 years of age. Ho was 
a cousin of the late Joshua Soars, the 
millionaire real estate owner of Boston, 
and was for many years in company with 
Jonas Fitch, connected with the largest 
building enterprises in New England. 
Ho came to Boston in 182*2. worked first 
as an organ builder, in 1825 went into 
partnership with his brother, Eben, as 
carpenter and builder in 1830 started 
business of the same kind on his own ac- 
count, and later took in Mr. Fitch as 
partner; continued active building busi- 
ness till 1855, and since then has beon 
interested in various railroads and other 
enterprises. 

During the war of 1812-15 with Great 
Britian, young Soars, a lad of 0 to 1*2 
years old, watched on guard witn other 
boys for the approach of English vessels, 
so as to warn their “folks.” The vessels 
were blockading the ports of Boston aud 
Salem during summer, making their whi- 
ter quarters at Provincetowu. 

In 1833. Mr. Sears went to see the first 
railroad built in the United States, at 
Quincy. He built the Boston & Albany 
station in Bostou and others on that 
route; took a contract for the Old Colony 
station and all stations to Cape Cod; con- 
structed the Eastern station, then in East 
Boston, and outward statious; built the 
great stone station of the Fitchburg 
railroad, bringing the stone from Fitch- 
burg by rail, and erected all the stations 
on the line as far as Fitchburg. He built 
over twenty important churches in Bos- 
ton and vicinity, including Old Trinity, 
the South Bostou Catholic Cathedral, Dr. 
Kirk’s, the Congregational churches 
near Bunker Hill and at Chelsea, Essex 
Street Church, Thompson’s Church at 
Roxburv, Swedenborgiau Church on Bea- 
con Hill, West Newton Congregational 
Church and others. He altered over ex- 
tensively the state prison at Charlestown 
and his partner, Mr. Fitch, built City 
Hall, Boston, and was one of the com- 
missioners for building the preseot re- 
formatory at Concord. 

When 19 years old Mr. Sears gave up 
the habit of social drinking.and was ever 
afterward one of the strongest adherents 
of temperance. He started a temperance 
hostelry, the old Marlboro Hotel, which 
was dedicated nearly 52 years ago on July 
4, and ran successfully. He entertained 
in those days many famous men, among 
them Horace Gieeley, Gov. Briggs, John 
Quincy Adams and John G. Whittier. 

When the question of slavery began to 
be agitated not a church or hall in the 
city of Boston could be secured for a ser- 
mon or address against this great evil. 
Mr. Sears stood out with Garrison and 
the few for anti slavery. He built a hall 
in the rear of the Marlboro House, after- 
wards known as the Marlboro chapel, 
which later became the Lowell Institute. 
It was the largest hall in Boston, seating 
2000, and was dedicated iu May, 1838, as 
a battle hall against slavery. 

it was afterward converted into a free 
church. Old David Nelson, known a* 
“old cause and cure of infidelity,” 
preached thereto did George Thompson, 
Elder Knapp, President Phinueyof Ober- 
lin College. Ohio, who was the ablest 
preacher in the United States. The hall 
w as let for various moral purposes, and 
Wendell Phillips, Garrison aud other 
anti-slavery agitators found here a wel- 
come. Oberlin College, Ohio, was 50 
years ago an infant institution, struggling 
for existence on the frontier of slavery. 
Mr. Sears became a strong support to this 
college, paying for a long while $6003 
per annum for the salary of president and 
professors. 

Mr. Sears early iu his career accumu- 
lated a large fortune, hut, owing to dis- 
aster hy sea aud other losses, much of 
bis savings were swept away. lie was at 
the time of his death, however, in com- 
fortable circumstances. 

Mr. Seats moved from Boston to Brook- 
line in ls47, where be bought a valuable 
tract of land; in 1852 lie moved to West 
Newton, for a two or three years’ resi- 
dence: thence to Watertown, where for 
nearly 2<) years lie resided: thence to 
Newtonville, where he built a house; and 
from there, s ; x years ago, to Newton, 
where lie resided until his death. In 
Watertown lie owned an estate near tiie 
Charles river, which during the civil war 
was bought from him by the government 
for 835,000, to enlarge the arsenal 
grounds. 

After giving up the building business 
in 1855 he became iudentilied to some 
extent with western railroad enterprises, 
lie obtained the charter for the Northern 
Pacific railroad, the capital stock of 
which was 8100.000,000, and lus since 
been doubled. For six years lie was a 
director in the company; then it was 
bold out to new parties. 

While iu Boston be was twice elected 
to the Legislature, but lie refused to ae- 
cept the responsibilities of office, owing 
to bis business interests. 

Mr. Sears was instrumental iu revolu- 
tionizing the old Boston fire department, 
discovering its weaknesses when but a 
lad is years of age, then acting iu the 
capacity of a detective for Mayor 
Quincy. He immediately set about to 
reform its condition, first organizing a 
baud engine company, of which he 
became captain. Through his endeavors, 
the custom after a fire of drinking ami 
carousing iu the eugiue house was 
Sfokea up. 

Postponed Again. 

The city has instructed tin* Newton 
Street Hallway Company that it must put 
up guard wires for its trolley wire, and as 
notice was only given Wednesday to Sup- 
erintendent Henderson, the guard wires 
can not be uii for use next Tuesday and sc* 
the road will not ouen July l>t. The com- 
pany were making every endeavor to be 
ready, and although the engine for furnish- 
ing the motive power hud not arrived, they 
bad made arrangements with the Waf- 
t limn Gas Company to furnish power next 
Tuesday, and the eurs were to have started 
at G.;u» Tuesday. Tin* company c laim 
they are not responsible for the last delay, 
and as the Thompson Houston Company 
Lave to order tin* guard wire and appli- 
ances for holding it, the opening <>f the 
road maybe delayed for some weeks. So 
Newton people will have to go to Oak 
Square if they want to ride on un electric 
e*ar next week.

Mlssloimrlrs Anwnultofl In onpnn. 

The Pacific Mail steamship City of 
Peking has arrived, bringing files of 
newspapers from Yokohama to May 20, 
from which the following is taken i 
During the past few months soveral 
missionaries in the vicinity of Yokohama 
won' assaulted and brutally beaten, the 
injuries in one instance terminating fa- 
tally. First there was the unrevepged 
murder of tho Rev. T. A. Large* then 
the assault and reckless persecution of 
tho Rev. J. .Summers, followed by the 
perpetration of a wanton outrage on tho 
Rev. Dr. Imbrio on Saturday, May IT. 
It appears that the Rev. W. Imbrie, D. 
D., of the American Presbyterian mis- 
sion. in company with tho Rev. J. L. 
Amerman, D. D., set out to witness a 
baseball match. 

In entering the field, however, the 
former crossed a hedge, while the latter 
went around the inclosure to enter on 
the other side. Thus the two were 
separated, and it was during this period 
that tho assault took place. Tho mo- 
ment the students descried Dr. Imbrie 
they savagely fell upon him, beat him 
severely, and one of them cut a deep 
gash in his cheek with a knife. Dr. Im- 
brie saved his life by flight. Tho out- 
rage was reported to United States Min- 
ister Sw*ift, and efforts will be made to 
punish the offenders. The Rev. Mr. 
Summers was persecuted to such an ex- 
tent, and the lives of himself and family 
threatened so, thnt he was obliged to 
abandon his residence and seek protec- 
tion in Yokohama. He subsequently 
embarked for England. — San Francisco 
Alta. 


A Steak That Cost *30,000. 

The trip of George Francis Train 
around the world has recalled some of 
his eccentric doings when he was wealthy. 
Nearly twenty-five years ago he was in 
Denver and had called for beefstenk for 
breakfast, insisting that ho wanted it 
broiled. It came to him fried. He 
abused the waiter and the cook, but he 
got no satisfaction, and finally swallow- 
ing his anger and a portion of tho steak 
wandered out into the office, where he 
met the proprietor.

The hotel w r as duly trans- 
ferred to Train, who discharged the 
waiter and the cook, ran the establish- 
ment for two weeks, culled in an auc- 
tioneer and sold out everything to the 
highest bidder. When ho settled up 
with the man of the red flag he found 
that he had paid just $20,000 for that 
fried steak.— New York Press.

which every reader of Browning must 
know, and the volume will furnish much 
delightful reading for the summer, when 
it is impossible to take about with one 
any of the complete works. For those 
who have not tho time nor the inclina- 
tion for a moro thorough study, the book 
will serve as a very agreeable epitomo of 
the poet who has so many enthusiastic 
admirers, and of whom no ono can afford 
not to know something.

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ANNUAL J’ltlZE DRILL. 

COMPETITION TIT TttW NEWTON IlTOll 
SCHOOL nATTAMON. 

Tho 8th Anmnl prize drill of the New- 
ton hifjli school battalion took piece .Sat- 
urday afternoon on the “common,” 
corner of Elm end lVehstor streets, West 
Newton. Over 1000 spectators were 
present, prominent among them tho high 
school girls, who occupied front seats, 
and waved their favorite class colors. 
Members of tho city government and 
school board wero among tho interested 
observers of tho exercises, the order of 
Which was as follows: Music, American 
Watch Company baud; battalion drill, 
Maj. A. L. Patrick, commanding; signal 
corps drill, Sergt. Thomas Weston, Jr., 
commanding; competitive company drill, 
company B,Capt. H. L. Felton; company 
A, Capt. R. A. Hal lou, Jr.; company C, 
Capt. R. K. Sheppard; company D, Capt. 
W. D. Rising; competitive individual 
drill by a dotail of eight men from each 
company, followed by dress parade, Maj. 
A. L. Patrick commanding. Tho signal 
corps drill is a new feature and proved 
ono of the most interesting of the exer- 
cises. A message written by a person in 
the audience was transmitted to a squad 
stationed in tho outskirts of the field by 
the signal system. The signals are those 
of tho Amcrican-Morse code, throe dis- 
tinct motions being used to convoy tho 
telegraphic language, based on the dot 
dash system. Different lined flags are 
used against different colored back 
grounds. After the message had been 
received it was written out correctly in 
regular form. It was as follows: Station, 
West Newton, June 21, 1890.— Oen. Dal- 
ton: "Send ono platoon of nrtillory to 
Cumberland Gap, at once, N. P. Thomas. 
The time occupied in sending, receiving 
and transcribing the message was just 10 
minutes, testifying to the efficiency of 
the corps which had been thoroughly 
drilled by tho military instructor. 

The battalion drill was fair, although 
not up to the standard of last year, 
especially in point of steadiness. In the 
competitive company drills, the hoys put 
in their best work and gave the judges a 
hard task in picking out the prize win- 
ners. Somo admirable wheels were 
made, the company movements were 
generally well executed and considerable 
proficiency shown in the mauual. Tho 
loadiug and firing was an especially line 
feature of the exhibition. 

The competitive individual drill 
brought out a detail of 8 picked men 
from each company, most of them non- 
commissioned officers, a few privates be- 
ing thrown in to break the monotony. 
The boys drilled well and steadily, hut 
the nervous strain resulted in occasional 
breaks. When the detail inarched on to 
the field for the second time, only IT 
of the original members remained in lino 
and from these were picked the best 
drilled men, Sergt. Maj. Rlaisdell, Sargt. 
Thomas and Sergt. Tarbell. The an- 
nouncement of the result of the compe- 
tion brought its measure of pleasure and 
disappointment, hut it was an honest de- 
cision, reflecting credit upon the pains- 
taking judges, onlv anxious in the faith- 
ful and impartial performance of well— 
a rather disagreeable duty. 

The customaiy dress parade preceeded 
tho award of the commissions of the 
officers of the battalion and tho award of 
the prizes by- Rev. F. R. Hortibrooke, 
representing the school board. The 
prizes were awarded as follows: Com- 
petitive individual drill, first prize, gold 
medal, Sergt.-Maj. Blaisdell; second, gold 
and silver medal, Sergt. Thomas; third, 
honorable mention, sergt. Tarbell. Com- 
pany prizes, first, sword and belt, com- 
pany C, Capt. Sheppard; second, white 
silk flag, company A, Capt. Ballou. The 
judges were Capt. George C. Apliu, com- 
pany C; Capt. George II. Dickiusou, com- 
pany F, 5th Infantry, M. V. M. ; Lieut.

A Fine Exhibition of InaectH. 

The second annual exhibition of tho 
department of entomology of the Brook- 
lyn Institute wtis held Thursday even 
ing. Last year the institute had only 
0,000 specimens. It now owns 55,000, all 
labeled and classified, including the col- 
lection of Calverly, which was recently 
given to the institute by liis son and em- 
braces over 45,000 insects in perfect or- 
der. About 30.000 of the whole collec- 
tion of the institute were on exhibition. 
Professor Julius E. Meyer exhibited 20,- 
000 lepidoptera, and from 8,000 to 10.000 
coleoptera, owned by Frank H. Chitten- 
den, one of the curators of the depart- 
ment, were also to be seen. Col. Nicho- 
las Pike, formerly consul general to 
Mauritius, an old naturalist and a life- 
long friend of Agassiz, loaned 4,000 spec- 
imens of his collection of arachnida or 
spiders. 

Lepers in In I in. 

An incident which occurred in Bom- 
bay last -week shows the urgent necessity 
of legislation on the leper question. Six 
lepers were found begging in the munici- 
pal market. Four escaped, but two were 
arrested and brought before the magis- 
trate. They wero in such a state that 
the natives would not approach them, 
and they were not taken into court, but 
were placed under a tree outside, while 
the magistrate conducted the trial from 
the veranda. The magistrate held that 
he could not compel them to go to a 
leper asylum, and sentenced them to 
one day’s imprisonment. — Pall Mall Ga- 
zette.
